Rose-mount, E?opus, N. Y., Oct. 15.— 
Alton B. Parker to-day addr-.«5ed /two 
Visiting delegations on the political is¬ 
sue, making his second speech of the 
campaign sliwe accepting the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for the presidency.

effect, for It declares that Governments 
derive ‘their Just powers from the con¬ 
sent of the governed ’

Democratic Plurality. 


On the whole, the registration of yes¬ 
terday and to-day, in round numbers 
nearly half a million of votes. Is en¬ 
couraging to the Democrats, and it 
means a big Democratic plurality in 
Greater New York at the election. The 
final registration will show an Increase 
over 11W0 of fully 50.000 voters. No 
borough in the city will show a de¬ 
crease. As to the fluctuation* In the 
various district*, the differences are Ln 
most cases too small to be really sig¬ 
nificant. Of the thirty-five assembly 
districts In Manhattan and the Bronx, 
leaving out the annexed districts, nine¬ 
teen showed decreases from 1900 and 
sixteen Increases.

are now represented by Democrats in 
the assembly, while of the sixteen 
which gained twelve are represented hy 
Democrats. The total showing certain¬ 
ly does not Indicate extreme apathy. 

There can be no doubt that the whole¬ 
sale challenges of voters had the effect 
of pulling down the registration, not 
so much becAUse ill*saT voters were 
frightened aw\y. as because the long 
delay In getting one's name on the 
hooks induced many citizens who looked 
Into the polling place to resolve to try 
again on one of the other registration 
days. 

The registration up ln the State 
shows a large increase, and th* man¬ 
agers of both parties are claiming that 
it is to their advantage. The election 
will decide.

It 1* probable that not 
more than $125,000 In cleiTlooi bet* has 
been actually put up In this city so far. 

At the beginning of the lust week 
the heavy b King will begin. At pres¬ 
ent the odds are In favor of Roosevelt 
for President and Herrick fur Governor, 
but nobody can tell wh.it changes the 
next two weeks will bring a'bout.

In¬ 
clude an enormous quantity of am* 
munition, wagons and rifles. The?' 
are still uncounted. The Rusudan 
corpses loft on the field between Octo¬ 
ber 10 and October 13, and hurled by 
us, exceeded 2.000 In nurriber. The 
bodies left after the fighting of October 
14 are very numerous. Our casualties 
October 11 and 12 were fifteen officers 
killed, forty-six wounded and 1,250 men 
killed and wounded. The enemy de¬ 
feated by the Slen Chuang garrison 
October 10 appears to have halted at 
Plnttenehan- 

According to prisoners captured the 
Russian force formerly stationed at 
Lutachotxu lost sixty killed and wound¬ 
ed. The Japanese loss was three offi¬ 
cer* and a few men wounded. 


AT SEYMOUR 


SL Petersburg. Oct. 16, 2 a. m.—The 
latest report from the front brings the 
story' of the great battle up Satur¬ 
day morning, when the fighting at 
Shakhe was renewed with unabated 
vigor. The Russians are holding their 
position at SlUkhe, and apparently 
neither they nor the Japanese are able 
to advance. All accounts agree that 
the battle of Liao Yang is a’ready over¬ 
shadowed in fierceness and th* number 
of casualties. It Is now the sixth day 
of desperate fighting, and the l**ue is 
still in the balance. 

The feeling »n St. Petersburg is one of 
extreme gloom and depression. The 
lack of official nows, the undoubted 
clucking of Gen. KumpatMn's aggress¬ 
ive move and the enormous Russian 
losses in men and guns, compared with 
the optimistic reports from Toklo. all 
combine to prepare the public for any'- 
thlng fchori of a rout of the Russians. 
Nevertheless, the reports of the uerwr*- 
pap r correspondents at th* front, while 
admitting the heavy loares of the Rus¬ 
sian troops and their retreat beyor|d 
Bhakhe, describe the soldiers as fight¬ 
ing with undiminhh *1 ardor. One dis¬ 
patch even hints at extremely encour¬ 
aging news from the eastern flank, bui 
couneels patience and official confirma¬ 
tion before accepting it as true. 

There Is & noteworthy absence of 
Ibitternes* against Gen. Kuripatkln 
and the belief Is prevalent th t he was 
compelled to assume the offe’ ire. A 
majority of the people are inclined to 
regard him as a victim of circum¬ 
stances, and all admire the skillful 
manner tn which he again removed his 
forces as soon as he realised the dan¬ 
ger of pressing the advance. The re¬ 
port that he personally assumed com¬ 
mand of three divisions In order to 
cove: the retreat finds widespread cred¬ 
ence. 

REPORTS FROM THE FIELD. 

Operations of the Right and Left Jap¬ 
anese Armies. 

Toklo, Oot. 16, 8 p. m.—Reports from 
the field, recelyed to-day and published 
this evening, are os follows: 


Right Army. 


The force of the enemy which op¬ 
posed the right flank of the right army, 
holding the vicinities of Tumentgu 
(Tumin) and Ta Passes engaged our 
detachment which was sent to Bensihu, 
but was unable to keep his ground on 
October 14 and showed signs of retreat. 
The commander of the army then or¬ 
dered the Benslhu detachment hotly to 
pursue the enemy toward the east and 
north. This detachment immediately 
formed itself Into -two detachments and 
pursued the enemy toward Piritaitzu 
and the Hriata river, driving the enemy 
before them. 

The enemy who had retreated stopped 
at Plenluhungpo and is fortifying that 
place. 

The right column of -the army which 
had been engaging the enemy near 
Chhiokslentln (Chaohrin Pass) observ¬ 
ing that the enemy showed signs of re¬ 
treat. immediately gave chase toward 
Talohalku, while the center and left 
columns co-operating attacked the 
forces of the enemy, which were occu¬ 
pying positions near 81 ka mountain and 
defeated them. These columns immedi¬ 
ately advanced to, a line on the Sha 
river. 

The enemy opposing the left column 
was at one division Ftrong, and fled in 
confusion toward Fenplpa. Hie artil¬ 
lery la still holding a position near Ta 
1’a.ss. and is bombarding us. 

A body of our supports which has been 
driving a small body of the enemy be¬ 
fore it since the morning of October 14 
took |^oese 3 rion of Walta mountain. Ob¬ 
serving that the enemy, from the move¬ 
ment of his wagon column, was com¬ 
mencing a retreat, this body of our 
supports immediately pursued him. 
sending a portion of its detachment to 
Sungshutslzu (Chingtultxu) center 
army.

JAPANESE FORCE THE FIGHT. 


Continue Their Attacks Upon the En¬ 
tire Russian Front. 

Inpu Village, Oct. 14. midnight (By 
Courier to Mukden).—The difficulties of 
their task and their heavy tosses com¬ 
pelled the Russians to abandon their 
efforts to capture the heights command¬ 
ing Tumin Pass. Meanwhile the Jap¬ 
anese attacks upon the entire Russian 
front continued. This probably led to 
the orders to the east (olumns on the 
night of October 13 to retreat north of 
the passes. The detachments on the 
flanks also retreated, but th^ fight wrts 
continued In another place, about 2 
o’clyock in the morning The artillery 
fire which began on the southwestern 
from, seemingly near Shakhe rn the 
morning of Friday, became heavier and 
continued throughout the day despite 
the storm of rain and hail, and it Is 
continuing nbtv—midnight. The only 
cessation has been daily between 7 and 
10 o’clock In the evening. 

It is still (TSfficut to Judge the final 
results of this desperate fight, belore 
which the battles of Turencheng. Vu- 
faugow and even Liao Yang pale into 
insignificance. It Is apparent that the 
Japanese still outnumber the Rus¬ 
sians. 

All the ohrif roads in the direction 
of Mukden are crowded with wounded. 
The Red •'ross field hospitals have mob¬ 
ilized nil their forces. There is a great 
lack of bandaging material. 

Lieut. Col. MaxlraOff. who in 1902 kill¬ 
ed Prince Wittgenstein In a duel, was 
severely wounded In several places. 

RUSSIAN CASUALTIES. 


Estimated At 3C.OOO. Says Report 
To the Japanese Legation. 

Washington. Oct. 15.—Th 5 ' Japanese 
leg.’Ron to-day received the following 
^cablegram from the home Government 
at Toklo: 

"Marsha! Oynma reports engagements 
on Friday as follows ’His Imperial 
highness. Prince Kanin. Is now* fighting 
on the left bank of the Taltse river 
at a point seven mites ••nst of Benrihu. 
Our attnek and advance are progress¬ 
ing ratisfactorlly throughout the whole 
front. Our left army captured ten 
more guns/ " 

A second cablegram read* ns follows: 

"Marshal Oyama reports that 
throughout the entire front of all of our 
armies the enemy was driven back to 
the right bank of the Sha river, thus 
totally destroying Uic enemy’* plnn of 
attack. The casualties of the enemy 
are estimated at 30,000. The corpses 
which were buiied by our men on 
Thursday exceeded 2,000. The trophic* 
consist of a large number of rlttes, am¬ 
munition, cars, etc., beside? the guns 
a heady report ed.’’_ 

KUROPATKIN IN RETREAT. 

Fighting Doggedly, However, To 

Spare His Army Fro/n Utter Rout. 

Toklo. Oct. 15, 8 p. m.—Gen. Kuropai- 
kin’s southern advance has been beaten, 
back and his army la In retreat. He 
If, however, fighting dorgedly. so as to 
simre the Russian urmy from utter 
rout. 

Field Marshal Oyama’s triumphant 
troops have driven the Russians north 
to a lien along the Sha (Bnkhe) river. 
They are vigorously pressing the pur¬ 
suit and probably will Inflict further 
severe damages on Kurqpntkln’* forces, 
A? a result of the bloody battle of Oc¬ 
tober 14 the Russians left 2,000 dead 
on the field which th*y lost. 

Field Marshal Oyama estimated the 
Russian losses at over 30.000. 

The fighting continued all along the 
entire line to-day and the end Is not 
n ear. 

* It seems to be Impossible for the Rus¬ 
sians to rally, and they probably will 
be pressed back again, across the Hun 
river. 

Confer Regarding Seizure of Mail. 

Washington. Oct. 15,—Postmaster 
General Wynne to-day had a brief con 
ference with Secretary Hay regarding 
the opening of the mail bag* for the 
United States cruiser Cincinnati by 
Russian officials The brief report on 
the subject which bn* Just reached the 
Post-office Department was given to 
the State Department and win be In- 
cluded with the other paper* relating 
♦o the seizure of American malls on the 
British steamer Ualcha* for 'representa¬ 
tions to the Russian Government on the 
general subject. 

Torpedo Boats Leave Newport News. 

Newport News, Oct. 15. —Two or the 
Lake submarine* torpedo IXKtts built nt 
the shipyards here, and believed tn be 
destined for the Japanese or Russian 
navy, were hoisted on board the barge 
Kennebeck to-day. According to Lh- 
foreman In charge of the 200 men en¬ 
gaged in loading the craft, the Kenne¬

THEIR BREEDING PROFITABLE. 


PRICE SHOWS STEADY INCREASE 
FOR PAST FEW YEARS. 


HARDIER THAN THE HORSE. 


fNew York Sun.] 

Livestock expert* are predicting that 
the big money of the next few year* to 
be made In stock will be gathered In 
by the breeders of mules. When con¬ 
struction work on the Panama canal 
begins in earnest, they say the price of 
mule* it* bound to Jump, because these 
are the only anlnmls. that can stand 
the Intense heat of Lhat section and 
keep on working. The- West Indies, 
Africa and the Philippine Isluuds have 
also been drawing heavily upon this 
country for mules, and the American 
route Is Increasing in favor as a part 
of the equipment of European armies. 

As a mutter of fact mules have been 
steadily rising in value. In Texas, Ken¬ 
tucky. Tennessee and Missouri there 
are big mule farms which have en¬ 
riched their owner* In the lost ton 
yeA rn. Yet, for some reason or another, 
the former mule breeding section* are 
not producing mule* enough to supply 
the demand and their production is de¬ 
clining. Not many year? ago Kentucky 
had 55;000 Jennets, while now there are 
not more than 2,500. The name decline 
is noted In Texas, Missouri and Ten¬ 
nessee. 

The mute *ha* been the standard work 
( animal of the Southern States for many 
years. It 1* there. course, that he 
flourishes most. Texas tops the list 
with 407.000, with MUwuurl n**xt with 
209,001], Of all the Southern State*, Vir¬ 
ginia boasts of the smallest number, 
42,000. The average value of the mute 
In these States runs from $70 to $Sr*. In 
tht United States the niuje averages 
$10 more a h^ad in value Chan the horae 

$72.49 to $62.25. There are nearly Jh- 
UOO.OOO mutes, a? compared with 15.000,- 
thJO horaes. 

Ov the' big Southern plantations, 
trmte* in Immense numbers are used. 
On the biggest one in Louisiana, that 
of the I^‘oi, Godirbnux Company, from 
1,000 to 1,500 mules tare worked the year 
round. Climatic conditions make the 
mule more to be relied -on than tne 
horse In the flee, cane and cotton dis¬ 
tricts. and a* thtoie are being better 
ind more intelligently worked the de¬ 
mand for mules Increases. 

The mute nas advantages over the 
horse which have come to be recogniz¬ 


ed by men who work the two side by 
side. In the first place, he pay* the 
breeder better because he can be put 
on the market a year or two sooner. 
He Is not a* expensive to raise a* the 
horse, because Jte is in condition to do 
good work long before the horse can 
be broken to harness. At tw'o years 
old the mule can be put into the field 
and kept th *re until old age overtake* 
him. 

The mule I* also healthier than the 
hiwsc. Hfe I* tiarely subject to the 
horse diseases, nor Is he likely to have 
blemishes which destroy the value of 
many? a colt. With a mule, If there 
.trr any blemishes, they do not impair 
hi* value, because he I* purchased for 
work arid not for beauty. He la not 
yo nervous or high strung os the hor*e. 
Ite ha* a saner Instinct of srif-preper- 
vation; will stand greater hardship*, 
has more vitality, and w’hen properly 
Instructed J* steadier and more relia¬ 
ble. 

When It come* to breeding, the two or 
more years saved in handling mean* 
big profit. The inule, too, Is always 
I salable. The rnule market l* never 
glutted: In fnct, the market comes to 
the mule rather than the mute to the 
market. It matters not whether It Is 
a time of p«?sce or war. the demand for 
mule* Is always large. As a. war neres- 
ity, the mute is universally recognize]. 
As a work animal, th* hauler of cart 
und dray, he will stand more wear and 
cost let,* to keep. Down South one part 
of the ration of a mule Is roolawei and 
another cottonseed m^al. 

The blgge*i mule market in th«» world 
for several years wna I^ithrop, Mo., 
and ihe citizens there had vision* of 
holding the title for years. This wae 
when iho Boer was on, and the Missouri 
mule wafc in big demand In South Af¬ 
rica. The British Government organ¬ 
ized a mule 'company, which had It* 
heurlQuarter* at Luthrup. Mammoth 
barns were built nnd hundreds of acre* 
leased for pasturage. This was en¬ 
circled with costly fencing and elab¬ 
orate pen* v’ere N bu!!l. 

When the war ended the mute mar- i 
kot was left in had shape For n time 1 
there was a hope lhat the English 
would revive the mute camp for the 
purpose of re-stocking the depleted 
farms in Smith Africa, and the work of 
concentrating TO.iJOo mules there was 
actually begun But when this project 
wa* partly finished the ag‘uitK received 
word to close up and come home. 

The United States War Department 
considered the idea of buying th«* plant, 
but gave It up. ’Hie mammoth barns 
and fences have gone to decay, the 
vast tracts of pasturage have either 
been subtet or restored to cultivation, 
ami th* big scheme* of department 
stores, electric lifelit plants and uther 
enterprises have Ik*cii abandoned.

Of Lawmakers In Foreign 
Lands.

THE BEST PAID. 


R0LLCALL SYSTEM IN AUSTRIA 


ESTIMATES FOR THE 

INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 


Washington, Oct. 15.—The Interior 
Department to-day forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Treasury the estimates 
of that department for the next fiscal 
year, the aggregate being $155,410,225. 
Thl* la $2,752,829 less than the appro¬ 
priation for t'he lust fiscal rear. 


In view of the discussion which has 
been aroused by the proposal* for the 
payment of an annual salary to mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, and to secure them 
free railway travel from their homes, 
as well as their constituencies, to the 
House of Common^, says ;he Ixmdon 
Chronicle, It is interesting to know how 
foreign nations treat thrir legislator* 
In these respects. 

In France both Senators and Deputies 
are paid a vesr. and the Presidents 

of the two chambers receive In addition 
£2,840 for the expense of entertainment. 
On pa* ment of an annual fee of £2 
the member* of both chambers are al¬ 
lowed to travel free of charge on the 
French railways. Germany, however, 
do*s not pay it* members of Parlia¬ 
ment. On more than one occasion a bill 
providing for their remuneration ho* 
been passed by the Reichstag, bat as 
the Federui Council ha* withheld their 
approval, the bill* remain without ef¬ 
fect. 

More fortunate than the German leg¬ 
islators are those of Austria, where 
the amount of payment depend* on the 
regularity of their attendance. Mem¬ 
bers of the Lower House of the Aus¬ 
trian Reichstag receive 10 florins, or 16s 
8d.. for each day's attendance, ns well 
as an Indemnity for traveling expenses; 
while members of the Lower House of 
the Hungarian Reichstag are paid at 
the rate of 2.400 florin*, nr £200 a year, 
together with an annual allowance of 
£06 !3s. for h^uw* rent. Members of 
Parliament In Italy, though receiving 
no payment for their services, are al¬ 
lowed to travel free throughout the 
country, either by rail or steamer 

Under the Belgian Constitution, num¬ 
ber* of the Chatnbre des Representa¬ 
tives receive ati annual Indemnity of 
4.000 francs or £J60 They have beside* 
the right of traveling free of charge 
on ail the State rultways. As regard* 
the railway* belonging to private com¬ 
panies, this right is limited to the Jour¬ 
ney between thrir residence and the 
capital. In the Netherlands, where the 
Parliament consists of two chamber*, 
the members of the First Chamber not 
residing in The Hague, where Parlia¬ 


ment meet*, are allowed 16*. 8d. a day 
during the session of the States Gen¬ 
eral. Member* of the Second Chamber 
receive an annual allowance of £166, In 
addition to their traveling expense*. 

The form of compensation to mem¬ 
ber* of the Swiss Parliament differs 
irom thu of other countries in that 
payment of 6*. 8d. is made for each day 
upon which they are called upon to 
perform parliamentary' dutle*, be It 
.luring *e*slon or out of session. This 
applies boih to the National Council 
and Council of States, whose members 
are besides raid traveling expenses to 
and from the capital at the rate of 
2d. « mile. 

Unnecessary though it may seem. 
Denmark has a law compelling mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature to receive 0 O:n- 
pensatlon for their absence from home, 
amounting to 6*. 6d. for each div of 
the session, and not allowing them to 
refuse It. They are also entitled ro 
have their traveling expenses refunded, 
an account of which has to be approv¬ 
ed by the Presidents of both house*. 

Adequate traveling expenses are also 
allowed by the Swedish and Norwegian 
Parliament*, the former of which pay* 
members of the second chamber £66 
for each session of four months, or in 
the case of an extra session 11s. a day. 
besides traveling expenses. In Norway 
members receive 13*. 4d. a day while the 
Storthing is in session 

The best paid legislators In the W'orid 
are those of the United States. By an 
act Uongr s passed in 1874 the sal¬ 
ary of i Senator. Representative or Del¬ 
egate in Congress was fixed at £1.000 
per annum, with traveling expenses cal¬ 
culated at the rote of 10d. per mile by 
the most direct route of usual travel 
from his place of residence to Wash¬ 
ington And ba k once during the session 
of Congress. There Is also an allowance 
of $12o to each member for station¬ 
ery'. 

Though members of the House of 
t .’qmmon* are not paid by' the State 
or otherwise recompensed for their ser¬ 
vices. yet they posse** many privileges 
which are dented to the ordinary per¬ 
son. in the first place, they enjoy a 
limited freedom from arrest during the 
continuance of the session and for for¬ 
ty days before It* commencement nnd 
after Its conclusion. Thl* privilege, 
however, is not claimable for any in¬ 
dictable offense, nor doe* It protect 
member from being committed to 
prison for contempt of court.

The agreement is for one 
year, work bring a* s ured contlnuouMy 
during that per.od. The scale provide* 
for the payment of wages from 15 to 
20 per cent, higher than will prevail la 
f.-ictifries of Independent concerns op¬ 
erating under the Erie scale.

Among the interesting events planned 
for the entertainment of the gee.it in¬ 
ternational geographic congress that 
will meet In Washington next Thurs¬ 
day Is a reception at the naval observ¬ 
atory that evening by the superintend¬ 
ent. Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester. 
V. 8/ N\, and his staff. Arran gem nts 
are being made to close this reception, 
says the Star, with a five-minute series 
of time signals, ending at midnight, 
eevertty-fifth meridian time, according 
to the plan followed dally at noon. This 
will be followed by a brief message of 
greeting from the congress to the na¬ 
tions* of the world, to be transmitted 
voluntarily by the various connecting 
lines of telegraph and cable. Through 
the courtesy of the telegraph compa¬ 
nies. their chief operators will be pres¬ 
ent in or<J*r to send out the message 
following the signal, and to receive any 
early im.f»sag»M that come In reply 
Although when this plan wa« finally 
decided upon it was too lute to com¬ 
municate with European observatories 
by mall, yet the principal onas on thi* 
continent have been notlfled'and In¬ 
vited to co-operate by receiving and 
timing the signals. It ip hoped also 
that by means of the cordial co-oper¬ 
ation of the various cable companies 
t>re.<9 associations and European Gov¬ 
ernment telegraph systems Information 
of the plan will be received by at least 
the most prominent observatories 
abroad in time to secure their co-oper¬ 
ation in view of the international char¬ 
acter of this great scientific congress.

Efficiency of Time Service. 


Tills demonstration of the efficiency 
of the American time service as carried 
on by the energetic voluntary co-opera¬ 
tion of telegraph, telephone and ' able 
companies is especially appropriate to 
the work of the congress, inasmuch as 
the errors and rates of ships’ chronom¬ 
eters obtained by means of the time 
bulls dropped by the dally noon signal 
from the naval observatory are of vital 
Importance In navigation and nautical 
surveying work, which are essentially 
geographic In character. 

It is estimated that a similar series 
of lime signals sent out last New 
Year's eve was^tamsmltted, within a 
^very few seconds, over 2W.W mil s of 
wire, so that the transmitting clock 
was practically heard from .Sitka to 
Buenos Ayres ami ft am England to the 
Philippines. Australia and New Zea¬ 
land. Indeed, had it not been for pres¬ 
sure of traffic on*account of the disturb¬ 
ed condition of affairs in the Far EnFt. 
it might have been heard around the 
world, and with the Improvement of 
extension of the ( uso of wireless teleg¬ 
raphy. the time may come when such 
a signal can be heard in every con¬ 
tinent and over every ocean, almost 
Instantaneously.

He was arrest¬ 
ed in Louisville us he stepped from a 
steamboat and was placed In Jail on the 
charge of carrying concealed a danger¬ 
ous und deadly weapon. The sentence 
amounted uo thirty-five days and he 
had perved sixteen days when tie tried 
to <?nd his life.

It is a fact that the Americans have 
already taken a leading part in the 
promotion of International arbitration, 
though of late King Eduard hes been 
meet active In prrrnotlng special pe. • * 
agreements. Undoubtedly they wi 1 
continue to be as earnest nnd * assid¬ 
uous as any other people In preventing 
war by conciliation, mediation, arbitra¬ 
tion and otherwise. 

But If Count Tolstoi thinks the youth 
of America are mufh more likely than 
the youth of any other country to band 
therr.sel. 3 tog<; >;er to promote pea»e 


by refusing to benr arms, he must en- 
t* rtuin the Idea that (human nature U 
not the same In America that It is in 
other countries, and that surely is a 
strange idea for so good a philosopher 
to harbor. Human nature is essentially 
the Fame the world over, and It is not In 
human nature for all the youth of any 
country to refuse to bear arms. 

It would be unpatriotic and despic¬ 
able in the youth of a country to refuse 
to bear arms In its defense. Thev could 
find no surer way of putting their coun¬ 
try. Including themselves, under the 
foot of an alien master. 

There are plenty of young men In 
every country who will m»t refuse to 
bear arms even in unprovoked wars of 
aggrwwdon and conquest. Great num¬ 
bers are always reAdy to fight for their 
country, right or wrong, or to accept 
the theory thnt might makes right, or 
that their country can do no 'wrong, or 
to entertain the notion that military 
glory is the only glory worth seeking. 

Mistaken as these ideas are, some in 
greater and some In less degree, they 
hold sway In the minds of multitudes 
of youth In America, as well ns In 
other countries, and there If little pros¬ 
pect that they will be eradicated j n * 
thousand years. ?o far that there will 
not be found plenty of meh to bear 
anns in any war, however unjust. 

There must be a radical . hange in 
public sentiment respecting military 
glory and ev^n re ;-i> cting the glory anil 
profit of conquering and dominating be¬ 
fore the Tolsiol Tiire for war can ba 
made effective, and this radical change 
will never be wrought by the voluntary 
banding of youth ip a refusal to bear 
arms.

DOUBTS ENERGY OF RACE. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 25.—A New York 
letter to the Ledger says: 

Nearly all of an Interesting and char¬ 
acteristic letter from Rudyard Kipling 
appeared in Le Figaro, of Paris, Sep¬ 
tember 12. It was originally sent to 
M. Robert d'Humleres, the translator 
of Mr. Kipling’s works in French and 
the author of "L’lle et I’Emplre de 
Grande-Bretagne." (The Island and 
Empire of Great Britain.) 

The letter was written in acknowl¬ 
edgment of a copy of this book. A 
translation of those parts which were 
presented in the Paris paper reads as 
follows: 

"Dear M. d’Humleres: I have read 
your book on ’The Island and the Em¬ 
pire.’ It has given me real pleasure, 
and I thank you very much for It. • • * * 
There are few things more Interesting 
than to see one’s own country from the 
outside, and when seen with eyes as 
penetrating (and as Indulgent) as 
yours, the liveliest pleasure la added 
to this Interest.

Homage Hardly Justified. 

I’From the point of view of an In¬ 
habitant I am specially delighted with 
the homage you pay to the energy of 
the race. Some of us to-day are trou¬ 
bled with doubts on this point. There 
exists—and I congratulate mycelf that 
you have not discovered It—an England 
Which, ruined by excess of prosperity, 
sleep®, and, because it snores loudly, 
imagines It is thinking. 

"Your remarks on the army strike me 
as perfectly just.

1 be¬ 
lieve you touch there the secret of 
many of our successes, and also many 
of our reverse*. It Is the first thing 
that we teach our boys.

"Your studies of India are a sheer de¬ 
light for me, particularly those on RaJ- 
putana, where I wandered when I was 
young—chrough Chit tore, Jeypore and 
other plates. I know little of the 
Southern India which has so fascinat¬ 
ed you, although a great part of the 
poetry of dead India lies there. 

"I wish you had seen something of 
new India—the India of factories and 
railways, where the Imperturbable na¬ 
tive of the East moves among modern 
n»en and worships his gods In the shad¬ 
ow of engine sheds ancf boilers. This 
India Is not pretty, but It is significant. 

"Believe me, I am with you. heart and 
soul, in what you say of the value 
which should be attached to a good un¬ 
derstanding between our two countries, 
not only because of Its present utility, 
but for the sake of to-morrow. Our 
two peoples, it seems to me, are the 
complement of one another In tempera¬ 
ment and destiny, logically and In 
reality. 

"Even were this not the case, one 
must remember that there Is not so 
much liberty left in Eastern Europe 
that the two standard bearers of hu¬ 
man freedom can afford to dispute be¬ 
tween themselves. Both have to do 
with enslaved peoples, with the Inhab¬ 
itants of blinded or throttled lands, 
where the word of the monarch is abso¬ 
lute law.

In commenting on this letter, the 
Times, of London, says that It Is "a 
successful example of something which 
It Is by no means easy to do well."

In regard to the phrases that tTivate* 
In the British army "understand that 
they must not understand," and that 
this Is "the first thing that we teach our 
boys." the Times says: "What is the 
precise shade of meaning In a phrase 
that is a little more cryptic In English 
than It was in Its French original?

ATTEMPT TO BLOW

Lexington. Ky., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—

ley Tobacco Growers’ Association, re¬ 
turned to-night from Frankfort, where 
he and Senator J. W. Newman, of Ver¬ 
sailles. held a meeting of the tobacco 
growers, and organized Franklin coun¬ 
ty. all the principal growers of that 
county pledging themselves to the as¬ 
sociation, President Haw'klns stated to- 
I night that the association has planned 
for a big burgoo tobacco rally to be 
held at Wodland Park In this city next 
Wednesday, at which all the tobacco 
men in forty counties will be present. 
President Hawkins has secured conces¬ 
sions from all the railroads, and a re¬ 
duced rate~wil! be offered all who at¬ 
tend. This will be one of the most im¬ 
portant meetings yet held by the asso¬ 
ciation. 


Glassport, Pa.. Oct. 15.—An attempt 
was made early to-day to blow up with 
dynamite the Glaseport Hotel, which 
harbored forty nonunion m*n employed 
at the Pittsburg Steel Foundry Wo-ks, 
where there yis a strike. The building 
was partly wrecked* and the sleeping 
inmates thrown from their bed*. Every 
window' In the hotel anl In an adjoin¬ 
ing house was broken, and the west 
side of the hotel building was pushed 
out by the foroe of the explosion. Sev¬ 
eral men were slightly Injured.

The 
I men met on St. Clair and Broadway 
I thla afternoon, and after a few' words 
j over a personal matter, Mahoney set 
upon Kendald with a knife, cutting his 
throat almost from ear to ear and stab¬ 
bing him In the cheek, back and neck. 
Kendald was taken to the office of Dr. 
J. O. Demaree, where hts wounds were 
dressed and his Injuries pronounced not 
necessarily fatal. Mahoney was locke<1 
up In Jail. The parties live In the west 
end of the county. Mahoney is a na¬ 
tive of Henry county. 

Sued For $1,000 Damages. 

Hopkinsville, Ky.. Oct. 15.—[Special] 
—J. M. Perkins and wife filed suit to¬ 
day against W. C. Perkins. .Sr., for 
$1,000 damages, alleging that, armed 
with a shotgun, he ran amuck at their 
residence and they were forced to ilee 
for their lives. 


While this fight was on, Mt. Lawson 
says, one of Addicks’ lieutenants de¬ 
manded a large sum of money, whlvh 
tMr. Addicks refused to pay, and at 
a conference of lawyers produced a 
document signed by certain Massa¬ 
chusetts legislators, "wherein they re¬ 
ceipted for the bribe money Addicks 
had paid for their votes." Addicks was 
told that unless he paid the money de¬ 
manded this document would be laid 
before the grand Jury the following 
.day. Exclaiming that his honor had 
been assailed, and that under no cir¬ 
cumstance® would he ever pay. Addlck* 
left the conference in indignation. That 
same night, Mr. Lawson says, the lieu¬ 
tenant received a telegram, reading: 

Meet me Jersey' City to-morrow, sure, 
with paper; keep absolutely secret 

"Next day they met in Jersey," writes 
Mr. Lawson, and Addlck* simply said: 
"There 1 b the full ambunt. Give me 
the paper.’ " 

Declaring that Addicks was always 
most careful to screen his real conduct 
behind others and to assume a right¬ 
eous position at a moment'* notice If 
his plans miscarried, Mr. Lawson as¬ 
sert* flatly that on election day, 1896. 
Addicks spent $100,000 buying votes in 
Delaware. The State went for McKin¬ 
ley. but the Legislature was rtot to Ad¬ 
dicks* mind on the eve of election day. 

"He quickly’ called his lieutenants to¬ 
gether," writes Mr. I>awson, "mapped 
obt a campaign of almost reckle-s au¬ 
dacity and daring and assigned hi* 
best men to ft* Execution. 

"The ballot boxes with their contents 
were in the Sheriff's charge and stored 
under lock and key In the courthouse. 
The Sheriff was an Addicks tool. At 
midnight he turned over his charge to 
one of the ex-fiour merchant’s trustiest 
lieutenants, who. with the aid of a 
lantern and a slip of paper containing 
the directions, sorted over the legal bal¬ 
lots. threw some out, and put in new' 
ones. When another sun arose the das¬ 
tardly outrage upon the American elec¬ 
tive franchise had been consummated, 
and Addicks was busily planning to 
carry' out the remainder of the plot. 
On the claim which he or one of his 
associates would make, that there had 
been fraud in Sussex county, the Gov¬ 
ernment at Washington must send on 
an Investigating Committee. to whom 
it w'ould be showrn that theyvotlng lists 
had been doctored by the Democrats. 
To prove It the boxes would be opened, 
the ballots counted, and lo! the villainy 
of the Democrats would be absolutely 
laid bare." 

The lieutenants * who doctored the 
votes, according to Mr. Lud’soti. told 
other lieutenants, and one of these con¬ 
gratulated Addicks on the plot. In¬ 
stantly Addicks professed ignorance of 
It. declared It to he nefarious and re¬ 
fused to carry the scheme to the end 
originally planned. 


TROUBLE OVER THE COBRAS. 


Wanted—IJve snake and fish models 
from various quarters or the globe. 

Such Is the desideratum of Mr Wil¬ 
liam Palmer, taxidermist of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution and sculptor and 
pointer of fishes and reptiles, says the 
Washington Post. 

"But I can’t! get them," exclaimed 
Mr. P;ilmer, as he contemplated some 
of the extraordinary trophies of his 
art lying plentifully around him in his 
studio back of the main building of the 
Smithsonian Institution. "I have to be 
content with dead snake® and fishes 
that have been artificially preserved 
and that have lost, to a considerable 
degree, their natural shapes and col¬ 
ors." 

It may be explained that Mr. Palmer 
is at present devoting himself to mak¬ 
ing sclent ideally correct, and at the 
same time artistically beautiful repre¬ 
sentations of fishes and reptiles about 
which little or nothing is known by 
the people of this country. When he 
has completed this task, the National 
Museum will have an absolutely unique 
collection, one that will not only be 
of value to students, but of great pop¬ 
ular Interest. 

Assuredly, nature has perpetrated 
some of her most astounding vagaries 
in the waters of the tropical seas, 
and to successfully depict the brilliant 
ns well as delicate hues w'hlch these 
fishes display and their Apparently Im¬ 
possible grot esq uenes® of structure. Is 
a task Involving not little difficulty, 
but it is a task for which Mr. Palmpr 
Is eminently qualified, he having made 
a study of these strange creatures for 
years and observed them In their na¬ 
tive haunts. 

To form a portrait gallery of anima¬ 
ted nature Is the object which has set , 
Mr. Palmer upon his present undertak¬ 
ing. The painted casts are veritable 
portraits, for they are taken In plaster 
from the creatures themselves. 

• • • 

Cast of a Whale. 


When the scientists arrived at the 
whaling station near Cape Race, w’here 
the great creature had been towed, 
they were astounded at Its Immense 
size. It was of that species of Green¬ 
land whale called by American fisher¬ 
men "sulphur bottom," and by the 
Norwegians "blue whale." It meas¬ 
ured about eighty feet In length, and 
yielded over thirty-six tons of blubber. 
The work of making a cast of such a 
creature was manifestly gigantic In 
proportion. But Mr. Palmar was now 
thoroughly bent upon the accomplish¬ 
ment of hi® novel plan, and Prof. Luca® 
and Mr. Scollie were now' as keen In 
the matter'as he. 

For an entire day did Mr. Palmer, 
with the assistance of a large force of 
workmen, labor at his task. The mam¬ 
moth body was greased thoroughly, so 
that the mold w*ouJd come off easily, 
and the plaster was then put on In suc¬ 
cessive layers In a manner similar to 
that employed in making a cast of a 
small snake or fish. Thirty-five bar¬ 
rels of plaster, three bales of excelsior, 
four kegs of nafls. and vast quantities 
of a tough vegetable fiber were used. 
The body was not completely enveloped, 
but the plaster was laid on In sec¬ 
tions, the narrow' intervening spaces 
being left to be filled In w*hen the mold 
should be set up in this city. The ef¬ 
fort proved an entire success. 

The mold was made In 125 sections, 
each of such size as to be with diffi¬ 
culty handled by two men. These sec¬ 
tions. with the huge bones of the skel¬ 
eton. formed the entire freight of a 
large schooner upon w'hlch they were 
shipped direct from the w’hallng ‘sta¬ 
tion to Washington. 

The mold was built In a shed, special¬ 
ly constructed for the purpose. In the 
roar of one of the storehouses of the 
National Museum. The only portion 
not cast directly from the animal was 
the under i>art of the body, upon which 
are the narrow, fleshy folds. Of this, 
however. Mr. Palmer made as exact a 
replica as was possible. 

Thus was achieved the first and only 
authentic portrait of a whale In exist¬ 
ence. When the cast Is returned from 
St. Louis It will not be possible to ex¬ 
hibit it until the new building of the 
National Museum, now' in process of 
construction, Is completed.

and himself from the live snakes, w’hlch 
were chloroformed for the purpose. 

It takes at least two men to handle 
the snake. One makes a slipknot with 
a piece of strong tw'ine. attaches it to 
a long pole, and, opening the cage, 
places It over the snake’s head. The 
reptile, struggling and squirming, and 
wild with fear and anger, Is lifted out. 
Then there ensues some exciting sport 
In order to get such a hold of the re- 
luctant and deadly model as to render i 
It Incapable of strljklng. 

A sponge soaked in chloroform Is now 
held to the reptile’s nostril® until It Is i 
insensible. Quills ore placed In the j 
nostrils, so that the snake can breath, I 
and the mixed plaster of Paris 19 1 
poured all over the body. After the; 
plaster has had time to harden, t'he 
snake. Which has been greased in ad¬ 
vance, Is carefully pulled out from the 
cast. and. after reviving, is returned to 
its cage, usually none the worse for 
the operation. Of course, due caution 
has to be exercised during this opera¬ 
tion that the snake does not come to 
unexpectedly, in which event conse¬ 
quences might be embarrassing. The 
Inside of the cast Is now flushed out 
with soapy waiter, the grease of which 
fills up the pore® and prevents stick¬ 
ing. The piaster Is then poured In, 
and the cast remains undisturbed for 
twenty-four hors In order 'to Insure per¬ 
fect hardening, this pant of the process 
being, of course, similar to that em¬ 
ployed in casting from Ohe dead snake. 
Then, as in the latter case, the outer 
shell' of the plaster is ehipiped arway. 
extreme care being used lest the deli¬ 
cate outline of t*he impressloned plas¬ 
ter be Irretrievably ruined. Particular¬ 
ly Is this true of the head And eyes, 
which are always left until the last. 
When all the shell la chipped away, an 
exact reproduction of the snake down 
to the finest details has been secured, 
and all that remains to be done is Lht 
painting In the origin al colors.

Notable among Mr. Palmer’s recent 
achievements In this line I* the cast of 
a gigantic whale, now one of the attrac¬ 
tions of the United States Government ; 
exhibit at the 8t. Louie exposition. To 
obtain a perfect oast of a creature of 
this size was at first believed by the \ 
museum authorities to be Impossible. 
The party conelstlng, beside® Mr. Pal¬ 
mer, of Prof. Frederic A. Lucas, the 
famous naturalist of the Smithsonian, 
and Mr. J. W. Scollie, formed for the 
purpose of voyaging to the point on the 
Newfoundland coast where the mam¬ 
moth whale lay, designed merely to se¬ 
cure the skeleton for the National Mu¬ 
seum. It occurred to Mr. Palmer, dur¬ 
ing the voyage out. that a cast, such a® 
he had been accustomed to make of 
snakes and fishes, might be made of 
the whale; It v as only, he conceived, 
doing the thing upon a larger scale and 
would be perfectly feasible. The ’plan, 
to be sure, was unique. Whale® had 
been previously modeled on reduced 
scales upon background®, but Mr. 1 ai¬ 
mer proposed nothing less than to en¬ 
case the body of the animal In plaster 
and thus secure a mold from which 
could be obtained a perfect cast of the 
monster life-size and exact to the min¬ 
utest detail. 

The idea gradually won upon Prof. 
Luca® by reason of Its very boldne®* 
nnd originality. The result, if success¬ 
ful. would not only prove of popular in¬ 
terest but of sterling scientific value. 
What a chef d’oeuvre in the museum’s 
portrait gallery of strange creature®! 


Another attraction In the natural hi® 
tory portrait gallery which was de¬ 
signed to form a feature of the St. 
Louis exhibit, and which gave Mr. 
Palmer no small amount of trouble, 
is the cast of a cobra de capello. In 
order to secure a live model for this 
work, arrangements were made with a 
firm engaged In importing animals to 
supply two cobras to be brqught direct 
from India. Both these snakes died 
on the voyage nnd were thrown over¬ 
board. and all the satisfaction obtain¬ 
ed by the Smithsonian authorities was 
on attempt by the Importer* to charge 
them the full amount of money for the 
snakes; the former having agreed to 
pay only the transportation charges to 
the point where the snakes were thrown 
overboard, and how the mutter will 
end has not yet been determined. 

In default of the live cobras Mr. Pal¬ 
mer was obliged to do the best he 
could with a dead one which was for¬ 
merly a feature of the Bronx Park Zoo 
In New'1 York. But. as Mr, Palmer will 
explain, a snake usually dies in cap¬ 
tivity from starvation, that being the 
repllie's customary method of commit¬ 
ting suicide. The consequence is that 
the body of a dead pnake. as obtained 
from zoological parks, present® a very 
different appearance from tho reptile 
In life, the carcass being shrunken and 
irregular In form.- For the cobra a 
live model wa* especially desired, ow¬ 
ing to the snake's creeling Its body and 
distending Its "hood” when about to 
strike. This chnracterlstlc pow of the 
cobra was secured with the dead model 
by running a wire through the body 
and securing ns good a counterfeit of 
the live attitude as was possible, while 
the muscles of the neck were stretched 
in order to show the hood. The result 
w'as only comparatively successful, and 
a live cobra 1® stUl desired by Mr. Pal¬ 
mer.

LIVELY TWO HOUR SESSION. 


SENSATIONAL ADVANCE IN 
LOUISVILLE AND NASH¬ 
VILLE SHARES. 


MASTER OPERATORS AT WORK. 


New York. Oct. 15.—Transactions In 
nearly a trillion shares of stocks for the 
two hours of the Saturday shor£ session 
marked the progress of the revived ex- 
citement^in speculation to-day. The 
movemeht had no news bearing upon 
the properties affected to account for 
it, but the evidence that buying was 
coming from new quarters and that 
the Interest was spreading to the so- 
called public stirred up the excitement 
among the customury operators. 

It was the general belief among the 
board-room frequenters that the direc¬ 
tion of the market had been assumed 
by & combination of masterly operators 
who have led great movements of the 
past, notably the market management 
of the United States Steel flotation and 
the campaign which culminated In the 
passage of control of the Louisville and 
Nashville. Both of thoti* stocks were 
very prominent in the i%irket. to-day 
and absorbed a large proportion of the 
dealings. The large buying of South¬ 
ern Pacific pointed to a similar origin. 

It was expected that the market 
would have the advantage Of a very 
heavy Increase in cash by the banks to 
be shown upon \he publication of the 
jljnnk statement, but the gain proved to 
uc very moderate. A heavy shrinkage 
in the loan account proved of almost 
equal benefit to the surplus reserve. 
This prevented any unfavorable influ¬ 
ence from the bank statement and the 
market developed the greatest anima¬ 
tion and buoyancy after the bank state¬ 
ment appeared. Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville soared by half point Jumps to 137 
and then dropped back as violently to 
135^ after closing last night at 130 5-8. 

Upward of one-third of the day’s to¬ 
tal dealings were concentrated In 
Southern Pacific, the United States 
Steel stock and Pennsylvania. Profit- 
taking sales appeared in a flood from 
time to time and caused prices to 
waver. Such sales were in large vol¬ 
ume at the closing and caused Gome 
sharp breaks at the same time that the 
picked stocks were moving most 
strongly upw ard. 

Underwriters* Association Illegal. 

Toledo, O-, Oct. 15.—Judge Barber, of 
the Common Plea* Oourt here, to-day 
dwided that the Toledo Fliv I’nder- 
writers* Association Is an Illegal body. 
His conclusion is that the object of 
the combination is to maintain rates 
and to eliminate competlLion, and that 
the schema is contrary to public policy 
and unlawful, and the compact be¬ 
tween members Is mill and void. 

The cpse came into court on an ac¬ 
tion by a local firm, praying for an In¬ 
junction to prevent expulsion from the 
association because of rate cutting. 

The Judge refused to grant plaintiff 
any relief on the grounds c<f the Regal 
ohrvraoter of the whole pHn. 

The case will be carried up.

The “Autopyrophon.” 

The "Autopyroj^hon” Is the name of 
a new automatic fire alarm, which has 
been patented by a DanlsJi scientist in 
Germany. It consist* of a small glass 
tube bent In the shape of a capital U. 
This tube, the ends of which are closed. 
Is half fliled "with mercury, the other 
half containing a highly volatile liquid, 
like milphuric ether. One of the upr # er 
parts of the glass tube i a surrounded 
by a cover of some nonheat conducting 
material, so that a sudden rise of tem¬ 
perature affect* only the other or free 
part of the gtasu tube. In Q*ie tin.- 
temperature rise* evenly the whole ap¬ 
paratus is affected, and no warning 
signal Is given. If, however, the tem¬ 
perature In the room is suddenly raised, 
as by the outbreak of fire, the ether 
above the mercury in the sjDks tube, 
which h* unprotected, evaporates and 
the pressure of generated vapors 
cause-* the mercury' to sink in the txabe 
while it rises in the opposite part. Both 
p^rtr of the tube are fitted with an 
electric wire melted into the glass, so 
that when the mercury stands equally 
high In both tubes, the electric cur¬ 
rent passes through and remains silent, 
but if a movement of the mercury 
takes place because of a sudden rise of 
temperature, the electric circuit is im¬ 
peded and electric alarms are set In 
motion. At a demonstration, a small 
heap of shavings was set on fire Ir. the 
corner of an ordinary, room, the alarm 
being given in eight seconds. In ihL 
case the apparatus was f^xed near the 
ceiling at the end of the room opposite 
that where the «havlng 9 were burning.

Stopper For Receptacles. 

In the majority of the large cities 
stringent laws have been enacted In 
relation to the storage of Inflammable 
liquids, the many accidents due to care¬ 
lessness in handling them making this 
an absolute necessity. In a great many 
factories and stores where oils of all 
kinds are us=>d in great quantities 
proper care Is not always exercised, 
and thevreceptacles In wdirich they are 
kept generally are left with the spout 
open, or perhaps an old cork which 
should have been discarded long be 
fore serves a* a atopj>er. Besides being 
uncleanly it Is through IlMb careless¬ 
ness that fires start. A New Orleans 
inaji has patented a very good stopper 
th^t can be attached to either metallic 
or wooden receptacles used for the 
storage of oils and o-ther fluids, the u?e 
of w'hlch w'ould overcome both of the 
objections stated above. It is tapered 
to a point at its lower end. with a 
flange of rubber or other yielding ma¬ 
terial fastened on the outside, so that 
w hen It'la Inserted in the spout It will 
fit as tight as possible and prevent 
evaporation of the contents of the re¬ 
ceptacle. The stopper Is pivoted on the 
end of a rod, thl9 rod !>eing attached 
to a bar fastened to the receptacle, a* 
shown in the Illustration.

Separator For Ashes. 

It Is a well-known fact that Amer¬ 
ican* as a nation are very wasteful, 
and thA,t economy Is not practiced 
where It very easily and advantageous, 
ly could be. This Is true not only of 
the rich, but of all classes, and a good 
illustration is the waste that is appa¬ 
rent everywhere in the burning of cool 
Look at the ash boxes on ash day. and 
notice how few people sift their ashes. 
Not one out df every ten. A glance will 
suffice to show thut nearly one-half 
of what are called ashes reaily contain 
a considerable amount of good coal. 
If the ash sifter shown in the Illustra¬ 
tion were used, there would not be this 
waste. The device Is In the shape of a 
barrel, open at Its lower end and adapt¬ 
ed to set tightly down on the floor. A 
band supporting a plate is secured In¬ 
side. the plate being of metal and pro¬ 
vided with perforations. Arranged 
above the plate is the crusher bar, 
while projecting down from the cover 
are a number of fingers, which sift the 
ashes when they are put upon the 
screen, causing all bqt the larger pieces 
To fall through. The bigger pieces of 
coal can then be readily removed, and 
after allowing the contents to fall to 
the crusher the apparatus Is again put 
In operation. The crusher bar breaks 
up the cinders Into small pieces, which'

It Is neces¬ 
sary to charge the bottle with a cer¬ 
tain amount of gas to expel the liquid 
from the bottle. Naturally, noroe of thl* 
gas enters the stomach of the person 
drinking the liquor. In the illustration 
Is a siphon bottle with an attachment 
to expel the liquid without charging 
the bottle with gas. No particular 
form of siphon head is essential In tho 
application of this Invention; any head 
that effects the same purpbse can be 
employed, the Internal arrangement* 
consisting of tube* extending to tho 
bottom of the bottle, and a valve giv¬ 
ing exit to the contents of the bottl* 
and operated by a handle.

THE CIGARETTE HABIT.:

Vew Men Will Fcrego Luxury of ’ 
Smoking To Set Good Example < 
To Their Boys—Mothers Are ' 
Against Smoking By Boys— 
Cigarette Dangers—How To 
Persuade Boys To Leave To¬ 
bacco Alone.

O NE cannot wonder that box's are 
wild to smoke when one secs 
that few are ao fortunate us to 
huve fathers and big brotIters 
who refrain from the habit. 

*1 did not want my sons to use to¬ 
bacco.” aaid n man whose boys had 
safeljf run the jcnntlet of early youth 
without Its edn lamina ting tepicb. “so 1 
gave it up my«elf. 1 did nfn etnoke to 
excels, but l likvd my after-dinner 
pipe or cigar, und 1 enjoyed the social 
side of it, the pleasure of sitting at 
the club and talking with friends while 
the air was full of the fragrant fumes, 
but my wife sutd, and I agreed with 
her. that our little fellows must keep 
clear of smoking until they were twen¬ 
ty-one. 1 could not well nsk them to 
do this and set them a bad example. 
r 0 i broke off and never resumed the 
habit.” 

Every* one is agreed thut clgareUa 
smoking is ruinous to a boy. For the 
«ake of‘boys one would think men 
might forego the indulgence But this 
».«y be demanding too much. Pipe, ci¬ 
gar. cigarette, wherever the rrnah who 
loves tooaeco finds himself, he agrees 
with a host of devotees that the acme 
of personal luxury is reacted when his 
feet are on the fender and the curled 
wreath floating up from, hi* mou^h. 
o«iid Kipling in one of his oynicai 


poems, letting his hero speak the, 
( thought of a puzzled soul:

Wives do not ail hate tobacco. Some 
of them love it for, the pleasure It 1 
* gives their good men. and this sort of j 
wife lets the husbnnd smoke where he 
! chooses, hot exiling him to the cold 
front pavement or the back porch and 
the shadows. 

• • • 

Mothers are a unit when the question 
hi Shall the boy smoke? For one 
thing, the sudden lessening of vitality 
produced by nicotine poisoning cannot 
be too greatly deprecated. The boy 
loses power; hls growth Is arrested, hls 
whole being deteriorates under this 
mistaken form of pleasure which he 
craves bet »t»*e it seems to ally him 
with hls sex. to be a t«dge of manli¬ 
ness. 

Some seasons ago a high school in the 
West lost its prestige in football and 
was again and again beaten In games 
with other schools. Investigation 
brought out the fact that the cigarette 
habit had pwined so strong A grip on 
that particular set of boys that they 
hod not the stamina to play ball, and 
this habit had to be routed before they 
could stand out against their opponents 
or win a victory. Athletics have this 
good thing in their favor, that they 
frmvn upon cigarettes. A boy who 
wants to enter the athletic contests of 
the day must deny htuuielf this degen¬ 
erating recreation. He cannot play 
baseball, basket-ball, tenrals or golf and 
Play well If he be whAt is aptly styled a 
cigarette fiend. 

Still another objection to the edgarette 
is that it makes It easy, whon the hour 
comes, for the victim of its fascinatlous 
to take his initiative It; the saloon. No 
dispassionate observer will deny that 
the saloon is the deadly foe of clean, 
wholesome, right-minded manhood, and 
the lost intrenchment of corruption in 
politics. A youth who has learned to 
love rhe poison of the cigarettes has 
very little to defend him ogainat the 


poison of bad whisky and rum. #nd the 
company of those who dTink them. 

• . ♦ 

The tobacco habit In Its every form ( 
should be avoided by boys, because It 
wastes their money. The first step to 
Hucoew* Is taken when a lad puts aside 
some portion of his earnings as a ne«t- 
*gg for the future. Employers hesitate 
In engaging a boy who is known to 
smoke They are aware that he will be 
tempted as another lad may not to 
spend more than he earns, to go with 
wrong af*tc*clatv* and to stray into the 
devious paths of thdse who dally with 
vice and crime. The cost of the little 
package Is not very much In itself, but 
a boy who keeps an account of what he 
spends will be amazed to ascertain how 
speedily the few T cents spent from day 
to day make up a goodly sum in dol¬ 
lars. 

I know a man who started some years 
ago at the foot of the ladder. wKh only 
hla own pluck and bralnk to depend on. 
He had a grammar-school education, 
and he was glad to take a place In an 
office at a very low weekly wage. I^ui 
this boy meant to go on and up. Even¬ 
ing schools offered him advantages for 
study and he made the most of them. 
Not an opportunity to make himself 
Indispensable was overlooked. Little 
by little he advanced. To-day he Is in 
the firm os a Junior partner, ts tnnrrled 
and has a child of his own. I would 
not affrm th*t he wholly owes his suc¬ 
cess to* the fact that he haa never 
smoked, but the resolution which calm¬ 
ly put the temptation behind him was 
an Index to a sturdiness of will and 
symmetry of character worth their 
weight In gold.

May I suggest to boys that many 
girls and women Intensely dislike the 
smell of smoke, whether on the breath 
or clothing of men who call on or sit 
near them? The odor is ao repulsive 
to some that It causes intolerable 
nausea, and they simply cannot abide 
tho smoke in their presence. Is it worth 
while to offend those who may be one's 
friends for the sake of a very doubtful 
enjoyment, soon over, and sure to be 
harmful? 

Fathers, parents, employers, every¬ 
one Interested in boys and young men. 
and legislators who more than other* 
can move In the matter, should oppose 


lhe cigarette habit In minors and com¬ 
bat its sale to them. 

Grown men must do as they choose. 
After a man Is of age no one may pre¬ 
sume to Interfere with hls freedom In 
a matter which is for the Individual to 
decide for himself, but our boys are 
only men In fhe making, and God forbid 
that they should be marred If anything 
can be done to save thorn. 

Is it not a mistake ln home govern¬ 
ment to make this special Indulgence 
fascinating by hedging it out with a 
fence of prohibition? Since Eden on¬ 
ward. the race has craved forbidden 
fruit. The Instant you say “Thou shall 
not' to a boy yqu arouse in hls brsxst 
a desire to circumvent the prohibition 
If he can. fio the mother tnay tell her 
friends complacently that her boy never 
smokes, when nt the very moment the 
lad is engaged in that pursuit in the 
security of a friend’s den. or on the 
farther side of the barn. It is worse 
for a boy to be deceitful than It l«* for 
him to smoke, though the latter Is bad 
enough. 

Prslee for self-denial, the pleasure of 
being approved, and a substantial In- 
centlve In an Increase of pocket money 
will do more to keep A boy safe from 
a bad habit than fault-finding and 
scolding A big brother well started 
will save the rest of the family from 
most perils, and a father who adds a 
good example 10 hls precepts will hav« 
little trouble with hla sons.

An Important Louisville Invention. | 


RAISING 


The Myers Adjustable Hor*e Shoe 
Company, recently organized and incor¬ 
porated In this city, placed the first 
lot of its product on the market yes¬ 
terday. As the name Indicates, the 
company is manufacturing an adjust, 
able horse shoe, and it is claimed by 
the tnventor, Mr. J. M. Myers, of the 
Myers A Sons Saddlery' Company, that 
the shoe will not only be a boon to 
the horse, on account of ease and com¬ 
fort. but its use will prove a great sav¬ 
ing to the horse owner. 

The shoe proper Is made of drop 
forged steel, and is nailed to the hoof, 
the same as the old-style shoe. The 
Improvement, however, is In the calks, 
these being removable or renewable

when worn out, or when it Is desired 
to rest thfe horse’s foot. Old toe calks 
can be taken off and new* ones ppt on 
in less than n mifmite by anyone. Using 
this shoe, the old way of rough-shoeing 
the horse when streets are slippery Is 
done away with entirely. In a moment 
almost the plain calk can be removed 
and an Ice calk Inserted In the shoe, 
thup savbhg much time and worry and 
<1 tnger to the horse. The calks are 
held rigidly in place by a small steel 
spring, that cannot slip or get out of 
portion. The old-style horse shoe, 
roaring $1.20 a Fet. wears out In from 
two to three weeks. The adjustable 
frhoe will last from eight to ten w'eeks. 
and new calks can be purchased at 
forty cents a set of four. All calks are 
interchangeable. 

The company also manufactures a 
double shoe for use of fine horses. This 
Is made In two pieces, the plate and 
the frame. The plate Is nailed on the 
hoof, and the frame Is attached by 
slipping the heel of the plate in slots 
on the frame. The great advantage in 
this shoe lies im the fafct that the driver 


with the same frog pressure on the 
foot as nature Intended. Wearing only 
the plate w'hon not at work, the horse a 
foot Is rested, and kept in good, healthy 
condition. Corns and split-hoof will be 
avoided entirely. 

Mr. Myers, the inventor, worked on 
the shoe several years before he per¬ 
fected it Me has given It a thorough 
test, on his owm teams, n* well as on 
those of tome of the heaviest haulers In 
the city, notably the Belknap Hard¬ 
ware Company and Ahrens A Ott Man¬ 
ufacturing Company, and the results 
have been more than satisfactory. He 
has secured patents In the United 
States. Canada, England and Germany, 
and has applied for patents In ten 
I other foreign countries. 

The company was organized four or 
five months ago by Attorney NV. W. 
Watts, with a capital of $160,000. Col 
Morris B. Belknap Is president; John M. 
Myers, vice president; 8. B. Hart, sec¬ 
retary and treasurer. The directors 
are Morris B. Belknap, John M. Myers, 
Samuel H Hart.

In the arrest of a crook at Philadel¬ 
phia recently who has so many aliases 
that his name Is unknown, the post- 
office officials In LoinsviUe believe has 
been captured the man. who, under the 
name of Cl B. Meyers, presented a 
raised money order at the Galt House 
in payment of his bill and defrauded 
the hotel out of a considerable sum 
of money. Meyers registered at t/ie 
Galt House last March and after re¬ 
maining one day gave the clerk n mon¬ 
ey order issued at Knoxville. Tenn., 
for 140.25. The clerk deducted the 
amount of the bil< and gave Meyers 
the change. 

When the order w*as presented by the 
Galt House at the post-office for pay¬ 
ment. It was seen by the advJce from 
the postmaster at Knoxville that the 
order was originally for $1.25 and had 
been raised by the man woo cashed it 
at the Galt House. The work was clev¬ 
erly done and had not the advice been 
at hand to compare with it the fraud 
might have escaped unnoticed. 

During the past summer many cases 
of raised money orders were reported 
to the post-office Inspectors and it was 
evident that many inert were making 
It a business, buying orders lot small 
amounts and raising them. They were 
never presented at the post-office on 
which they are draw'n but are ahvays 
cashed at some hotel, drug store or 
other business house In the ci-ty. Five 
arrests have been made during the sum¬ 
mer on the charge of raising money 
orders, the tartest being Henry Johnson, 
a negro, w'ho Is charged with raising 
a great number. Johnson is believed 
to have realized at least M.ooo by his 
transactions and was captured at Hen¬ 
derson, Ky. 

The money order frauds have been 
more common in the past few months 
than for many years. Jesse Sewell, 
superintendent of the money order di¬ 
vision of the Louisville post-office, said 
yesterday that for four or five y?ar* 
past attempts at fraud by that method 
were comparatively rare and that the 
officials were making strenuous efforts 
to stump out the crime. Every man 
caught w«ll be prosecuted In the most 
rigorous fashion. Many plans to pre¬ 
vent fraud have been suggested hut the 
only one that seems feasible is so ex¬ 
pensive as to put It out of the question. 
A stamping machine, such as Is used 
by banks, would effectually prevent the 
raising of the orders, hut as there are 
35,000 money order post-offices in ad¬ 
dition to thousands of drug stores and 
sub-stations in the large cities It would 
cost several hundred thousand dollars 
to purchase machines for all.

AGENTS FOR BOOKBINDERS. 

Revenue Employes Sell Stationery To 
Distillers. 

John W. Yerkes, Commissioner of In¬ 
ternal Revenue, has issued a circular 
letter to internal revenue collector*, 
saying that his attention has been call¬ 
ed to the fact that collectors, deputy 
collector* and other employes of the 
department have been acting as agents 
for stationers and bookbinders and sell¬ 
ing their goods to distillers and liquor 
dealers The fact was stated to Mr. 
Yt-rkes by a concern to whom he w*rote 
that it would not be allowed to so em¬ 
ploy internal revenue employes. Mr. 
Yerke* orders the collectors to eee that 
no one under their authority be allowed 
to become an agent for such companies, 
and in case the order is disobeyed to 
promptly secure their separation from 
the service. 

D. R. Rdmlston, the deputy Internal 
revenue collector at Louisville, said 
yesterday that the rule would not affect 
any employe In this district.

Contest—Miss Horning’s

The ‘’intensive” method in agricul¬ 
ture, w-hich Is absolutely new In Louis¬ 
ville, was one of the interesting fea¬ 
tures brought about by the recent gar¬ 
den contest of the Louisville Park and 
Outdoor Association. This method was 
used by Miss Nellie Horning, Frankfort 
avenue and Park Place, and illustrated 
Its great value. The visiting commit¬ 
tee found on her lot early In the sum¬ 
mer ail of the vegetables belonging to 
the season, and In a thrifty condition. 
As soon as one crop was exhausted 
another replaced It, and in this way 
there has been a constant succession 
of vegetables. Miss Horning accom¬ 
plished this by patient Industry and by 
the intelligent application of leaf mould, 
a constant supply of w’hlch she kept 
In one comer of her lot. 

The Agricultural Bureau at Washing¬ 
ton has published an account of a pri¬ 
vate lot w r hleh was redeemed from bar¬ 
renness and made to produce exorbi¬ 
tantly by this intensive method, and 
for this reason Miss Horning's example 
Is considered of value to the communi¬ 
ty.

Esperanto. 

The demand for a universal language 
will not down. Some years ago en¬ 
thusiasts thought they had It In Vola- 
puk. But they soon got Into difficul¬ 
ties. dimension* arose, and finally the 
opinion became general that thl* was 
not to be the universal language. Since 
the failure of Volapuk at least eight 
other artificial languages have ap¬ 
peared as candidates for universality. 
Some of those were known as Unlver- 
tMia, Mondolingue. Kosmos. Idiom Neu¬ 
tral. while the most hopeful of them at 
present is Esperanto. Toward this last 
the advocates of a universal language 
are largely turning in the belief that tt 
meets all the requirements. 

£u h languages of convenience are 
not altogether new. In the Middle 
Ages the Lingua Franca was largely 
used for communication by persons of 
different nationalities. Its name sug¬ 
gests the French language, and in 
later times French was adopted as 
the language of diplomacy, as well as 
for use at international gatherings and 
on bills of fare. But In this respect 
Fronoh Is hardly holding Its own. 
“Pidgin English'* has had a certain 
vogue In business transactions with the 
Chinese, but has laid no claim to be¬ 
coming universal. 8o Chinook, a Jar¬ 
gon of mixed Indian, French, English 
and other tongues was useful In trading 
with the nations in the far Northwest, 
but did not aspire to the name of a 
language. All these, however, and oth¬ 
ers of a similar nature illustrate the 
expedients adopted by those of differ¬ 
ent languages to find some common 
medium. At the first blush the adop¬ 
tion of some existing language would 
seem to be the most expedient, but as 
soon as this is suggested everybody In¬ 
erts that his own tongue shall have 
the preference. Hence the attempt to 
reconcile differences by adopting a 
“made-dp** language, for which the 
words shall be borrowed from various 
sources, while the rules shall be made 
as simple as possible. 

The Esperantist* say that a Htudent 
who will master sixteen rules will have 
the whole basis for their new lan¬ 
guage, and they claim that this may be 
llone In an hour, though some are will¬ 
ing to allow a day for those who do not 
Acquire knowledge with facility. These 
rules are framed to make the language 
a 5 simple as possible. All Irregular 
verbs axe abolished at one fell swoop. 
The ending "I” marks the Infinitive; 
as ’am!" to love. The termination •as* 
added to the root of the verb denotes 
pan tense and “os’* the furtiwe; as ml 
amos, I shall love. The nouns end" in 
“o,” adjectives in “a,** and adverbs in 
“e.** For the feminine of nouns “in** is 
Inserted between the root and the 
termination. Thus frato is brother, 
torh.Ua fratino is aistfi*. The prepositions 
are mostly borrowed from the Latin. 

Jt.i* rleai that these rules and the 
others wtyjoh are like them can soon he 
learntd. The next question Is that of 
acquiring a vocabulary.. The words are 
mostly from t<b* Latin, and languages 
based upon the J^atln. which make* the 
learning of their meanings easy for the 
FT*:: h, Italians and Spaniards. But 
English also ijas a large number of 
words rf Latin origin.

Esperanto, and the ^works of Homer. 
8h*krsp*are and Byron have been 
translated irvto it. In America, *o far. 
ft lias made Utile progress, and this 
doubtless for the rea on that Americans 
who do not travel extensively do not 
feel the need of a new tongue. In

The Election of Postmasters. 

Mr. Brytin t*«ys he would like to see 
postmasters elt* ted by the people. A 
great many others would like to see 
this, but it requires u constitutional 
amendment to bring It about. And no 
const i.t utionaJ amendment hits bean 
adopted for a hundred years except 
the three war amendments, which were 
pushed through In the. Reconstruction 
days by methods not now possible. 

As it Is the main business of n po*t- 
I master to serve a comparatively small 
I community, it would loem reasonable 
| that he should be acceptable to them. 
| It Is true that he handles money which 
belongs to the FedeYal Government, hut 
that can be made secure by requiring 
a reasoilable bond to account for It, 
as well as to discharge other duties 
according to law. 

But under our present system, it 
rests with the Postmaster General und 
his chief, the President, to appoint post¬ 
master* that are acceptable to the peo¬ 
ple whom they serve. There is no 
law' that compels them to Indict upon 
communities postmasters that are 
odious to nearly all the patron* of the 
office. It has been reserved for the 
present incumbent of the presidency to 
select postmaster* or retain them for 
the reason that they are offensive to 
the better class of the community. And 
*he has done that chiefly In a section 
from which he Is aware that he can 
get no electoral votes. With the right 
sort utf a President the .wishes of a 
coihrounlty as to the postmaster will 
receive reasonable attention. 


A Significant Straw. 

Indicative of the trend of politics in 
New* York tow’ard Democratic success 
was an occurrence In that city at a 
Republican meeting held in Brooklyn 
a few ntghtB since whicto created, as It 
well might, a decided sensation. It was 
at a large mass-meeting which had 
been addressed by Harold B. Smith, 
a Mailing Republican, w’hen R. E. Car- 
riok, a well-known leadeT of the same 
party, created a commotion by request¬ 
ing the privilege of the platform to re¬ 
ply to the speech of Mr. Smith. Upon 
compliance with his request he took the 
stand and announced his ^ leg!a nee to 
Parker and Davis and to Herrick and 
Harrison, declaring that he could itot 
longer support a party which had 
proved false to US' pledges. Notwith¬ 
standing the surprise occasioned by 
this announcement he was accorded a 
respectful heating and proceeded to 
give his reasons for his change of feel¬ 
ing. “For a score of years," said he, 
“I have been a believer in protection. 
But when protection la given to such 
infant Industrie* as the Steel Trust, 
which Is capitalised at a billion and a 
half dollars, and which has made over 
two hundred multimillionaires, all at 
the expense of the people of this land. 
I am ready to forego protection Vnd 
Join ha mis ^w ith the party which re¬ 
gard* American citizens as entitled' to 
as many rights as foreign competitors. 
►The protection which make* the Amer¬ 
ican pay If* or 20 per cent, more for 
American-made goods that It makes 
foreigners pay Is not a policy that 
makes for the good of the country. I 
am for the Democratic policy from this 
night and shall vote and w’ork for the 
candidates nominated at Rt. Louis." 

It is not often that the argument 
agulnec the protective tsr'fff Is so suc¬ 
cinctly and clearly expreeaed, and the 
declaration of Mr. Garrick entbodie* 
Die conviction of a large class of the 
American people who, by the specious 
arguments of the party In puwer have 
been deluded into the support of the 
fallacious doctrine. When the I ht op¬ 
tion of a tariff upon foreign products 
was first proposed In tto* first Admin¬ 
istration of Washington.

lone favorable to the building up of 
jour Infant Industries. But w'hen 
, it Is recalled that the maxi- 
; mum rate on Imported goods was 
j but 25 per cent, ai Valorem, compared 


all articles. Instead of being reduced. 
w’,xs raised, to such an extent that In 
1832 Mr. Clay, aroused by the abuses 
brought about by the combinations 
among manufacturers, the germ of the 
trusts of our day, advocated “a modi¬ 
fication of the tariff which shall pro¬ 
duce a reduction of the revenue to the 
wants of the Government." It was not. 
however, until in 1842 that this policy 
was practically carried out by a reduc¬ 
tion of the tariff to 30 per cent, with 
out a few specific exceptions, the mini¬ 
mum of tariff taxation, most nearly ap¬ 
proximating to free trade, being reach¬ 
ed by further reductions under the 
Walker Act of 1846. 

Compared with all protective legis- 
lafion which has since followed, the 
Dingley act, as Mr. Caixick points 
out, la the most monstrous Im¬ 
position upon the people for the en¬ 
richment of the favored monopolists 
ever devised under a constitutional 
government. It N simple robbery in 
the Interest of the men who ure looked 
to for the corruption fund for a perpet¬ 
uation of the system. Intelligent men 
like Mr. Garrick are awakening to a 
sense of the actun! condition ail over 
the country, and coming to Hrwe-11 the 
ranks of the only party able and will¬ 
ing to correct the evil. The Brooklyn 
Incident Is only a surface indl.itCon 
of the awakening of the people to the 
true condition which confront* them.

A factor In race suicide has de¬ 
veloped In the opposition of the owners 
and landlords of upairment bouses to 
the occupation » f their rooms by fam¬ 
ilies wlih children. In many of the 
largest/ and bevi houses of this kind 
In Northern cities the rule la strictly 
observed Being a matter of contract, 
this Is all very wc}l when there ere no 
children at the time of making the 
lease, but 'recent cases have occurred 
in which, when there has been a birth, 
the tenants have been compelled to 
move out. In Des Moines. Iowa, a ten- 
unt In whose family a child has been 
born, and who hue been notified to va¬ 
cate the premises has refused to do 
so and announced his purpose to con¬ 
test the demand In court. He con¬ 
tends that the contract is null and void, 
a* being contrary to public policy, 
maintaining that it is in accord w’lth 
sound public policy to raise babies, and 
that any effort to discourage births I* 
against public interest, to say nothing 
of an abridgement of personal rights. 
The result of such a suit will be watch¬ 
ed generally, not only as involving 
questions of interest to renters and 
landlords of fiats, but to the legal pro¬ 
fession in the relations of the subject 
to the common law’ and to scien¬ 
tists. philosophers and all who favor 
or oppose the Malthusian Idea or any 
other law or dootrine contributing to 
race suicide.

Indianapolis, Oct. 15.—[Special.]—Out¬ 
side of the appearance of Bryan In In¬ 
diana and the remarkable ovations that 
he received wherever he has appeared, 
the most Important feature of the cam¬ 
paign has been the taking and compil¬ 
ing of the thirty-day poll, the last that 
will be taken and the one on which 
both political parties are depending Mr 
guidance In getting the voters to the 
p.dls The Democrats employed the 
; n»&t experienced and most trustworthy 
workers for this Important duty and 
1 elleve that they not only have a re- 
liable poll, hut thnt It will also scrap 
ns a check upon what Is believed to be 
n systematic effort on the part of the 
Republicans to Increase their vote in 
certain Ohio river counties and In cer- 
taln large cities. 

In the latter especially many negroes 
were found who were not In the State 
when the sixty-day poll was taken and 
from some of these the admission was 
forced that they hJtU been In the State 
but a few days. One colored man had 
come from the State of Georgia only 
three days before the poll-taker found 
him. He at first claimed that he hnd 
lived In another part of the State, but 
when he discovered that diligent In* 
qulry was to be made regarding him 
he admitted the truth, but said that 
he had not Intended to vote. This la 
but one in a nimber of Instances In 
which the Democratic poll-takers dis¬ 
covered what they believed to be con¬ 
templated frauds on the people. 

• • • 

Harmony Prevails. 

fhe poll shows a very decided im¬ 
provement In conditions In Western and 
Southwestern Indiana, and there is now 
little ground for fear that the Bryan 
element of these sections will not loy¬ 
ally support the national ticket. In the 
earlier stages of the campaign and, In 
fact, when the sixty-day poll w*as taken 
there were evidences of discontent 
among some of this da*?, especially In 
the counties where Heurst had received 
earnest support In the ante-convention 
fight for delegates. The men who were 
complaining, however, were not leader* 
in their sections, but they possessed 
jmore or less Influence and some fear 
was felt because of the large number 
of doubtful voters that the sixty-day 
poll showed. It seems that this fear 
was not well founded, for the last poll 
shows a much smaller per cent, of the 
doubtful class and a much larger per 
cent, of the element for Parker that 
wag then holding back. 

• • • 

Reticence Is Shown. 


One of ’he remarkable showings of 
this poll Is in the number of men, who 
have always been Republicans, that 
have refuged to say how they will vote 
at the coming election. No such reti¬ 
cence was ever encountered In the cities 
and towns before, and the Democrats 
regard this as one of the most encour¬ 
aging features of the campaign. of 
course the poll takers could not inquire 
Into the reasons for refusing to state 
•pacifically the politics of the person 
v. ho was accosted, but In a large num¬ 
ber of Instances these Republican vot¬ 
ers said they did not know what they 
would do on election day, and the 
safest thing to do was to place them In 
the doubtful class. Others admitted 
that tfcey were not entirely satisfied 
with present conditions and that, while 
they would be classed as Republican* 
In respect to local tickets. It was doubt¬ 
ful whet they would do in regard to 
presidential tickets. 

Where Republicans expressed them¬ 
selves pointedly and gave reasons for 
dissatisfaction these were nearly al¬ 
ways based upon the aggressions of the 
trusts and the attendant high prices, 
and It seems peculiar that this dissat¬ 
isfied class exists to as large extent 
among the fairly well-to-do as among 
those who are dependent from day to 
day on their labor for a support. Ot 
course, the closing of the trust facto¬ 
ries at Muncie, HI wood and Alexandria 
and the consequent throwing out of 
employment of about 7,000 men accent¬ 
uates the dissatisfaction in these lo¬ 
calities. for all classes of business suf¬ 
fer from the resulting stagnation and 
merchants, real-estate dealers, capital¬ 
ists and other classes ore losers as well 
as the employes who are new* idle. 
There Is little doubt but the Republic¬ 
an majorities in the counties In which 
these cities are located will show a de¬ 
cided decrease as compared with four 
years ago.

There has been n good deal of qui^t

United States District Attorney, be In¬ 
structed to keep out of the Senatorial 
fight. It was represented that the 
State organization tvas advocating the 
claims of Congressman Hemenway, of 
the First district, and that If Its efforts 
to boost Hemenway were not aban¬ 
doned the Republicans would lose the 
legislature.

A club Is a rallying place for a circle 
of friends, and It Is also for the middle- 
aged woman an opportunity, not other¬ 
wise attainable, for culture and study, 
in some ensea giving almost a post¬ 
graduate course in certain branches of 
science or literature Perhaps a period 
in the world's history is taken up at the 
beginning of a club season, and a care¬ 
ful schedule of topics is outlined and 
themes are assigned to members Indi¬ 
vidually, or to groups of members. w r bo 
take matters seriously and do a great 
deal of conscientious resoarch and a 
great deal of downright hard work in 
the subject* chosen. The net result of 
a year’s or a winter’s study In a wom- 
au’s club very nearly equals the result 
of a season's study by the club's daugh¬ 
ters !n college. As for the papers read 
at club session* and the discussions 
that follow them, they are far removed 
from academic phrasing or sophomorio 
thoi^ht. 

Current events receive no little atten¬ 
tion in the woman’s club, and the pan¬ 
orama of the world, its battles, its pol¬ 
itics and ita progress in arts and Inven¬ 
tions unrolls before the eyes of the 
w f omen composing such a circle. 

So far from having nothing to talk 
of except servants and dress. Illness and 
babies, women’s conversation now' 
ranges over an Immense fiel<J, and the 
ordinary woman is quite up to the or¬ 
dinary man in her acquaintance with 
and judgment of whatever may be go¬ 
ing on from the presidential campaign 
here to the gigantic struggle in the Far 
ICast.

The abuse of women’s clubs, consist¬ 
ing chiefly in an absorption which uses 
up the time and strength of women and 
tends to nervous prostration, is less ob¬ 
vious than It was a few years ago. One 
j or two clubs a woman may belong to 
and arijoy. When she is an active or 
an honorary member of from seven to 
seventeen she is a candidate for an 
early grave. There has been club mania 
ns a matter of course, but It. has not 
been widespread, nor on the whole has 
it done women .morp harm than the 
sewing or the house-cleaning mania or 
any other of the time-honored nerve de¬ 
stroyers that have decimated the sex. 

The club \yornan is us good a house¬ 
wife as ever, and a much more enter¬ 
taining comrade than she used to be. 
On the floor of a federation one hears 
admirable addresses, clearly spoken by 
pretty women, well groomed and well 
gowned. Parliamentary usage baffles 
no club woman; she Is a past mistress 
in the fine art of conducting a meeting 
graciously and well, with proper regard 
to time and the rights of all concerned. 

She does not grow old fast, this wom¬ 
en who keeps abreast of the time*, 
whose mind Is not suffered to rust, and 
who Is perennially rejuvenated by con¬ 
tact with her peers. Her table Is not 
neglected; her children are well brought 
up; she is no Mrs. Jellyby. She Is a 
Twentieth century woman In the front 
rank, ready for any service to which 
she may be called, and emphatically 
capable and efficient in the home and 
beyond its doors.

Jane often tells John oonJldequally 
that the most delightful thing nbntat the 
club is the luncheon. A club that meets 
once a month In the morning haa of 
course its ndcess&ty for something to 
eat. and laying aside more serious bus¬ 
iness, the memibers then break Into 
groups and have the most charming 
social time over a festive meal. It miy 
be very simple, bouillon, sandwiches 
and coffee, or. as once a year, it may 
be a stately function to which guests 
are invited. The annual breakfasts 
and luncheons of women’s clubs are full 
dress affairs, at which everybody wears 
her prettiest gown and her, most be¬ 
coming ha*t. The president and officers 
hold a reception, after which there Is 
a procession to the dining-room where 
the tables are laid for the guests, 
beautified with flowers and adorned 
with elegant silver and oWna. If served 
at a hotel the menu has been carefully 
chosen, and there are many dainty and 
delicate courses, each as temptingly 
jWwed s» possible. After the luncheon 
Is In progress an orchestra in the gal¬ 
lery plays softly, making a background 
for the low-voiced hum of conversation 
The scene as surveyed from the pres¬ 
ident's table, where sit tlw honored 
guests of the day. is a very beautiful 
one, what with the animated faces of 
women old and young and the array 
of beautiful toilets. John will be vast¬ 
ly entertained at night when Jane tells 
him all that she can remember of the 
little speeches, humorous anecdote* and 
bright repartees that made the occasion 
distinctive.

The 
predicted fall of Port Arthur and the 
anticipated smaoihing of Kuraptttkln’fl 
army have kept the people on the qui 
viva. Extravagant and exciting ru¬ 
mor* have fulled of official confirma¬ 
tion, fo far a« Port Arthur is con¬ 
cerned. Painful anxiety wa* fast reach¬ 
ing the point of alarm, and when the 
news name from Imperial headquarter s 
that the Japanese armies had occupied 
Liao Yang the pent up enthusiasm of 
waiting weeks disdained aJl bounds and 
gave way to the wildest rejoicings. 

About noon boy* with Jingling bells 
at their belts dashed up and dow’n the 
streets shouting with loud voices, 
“Gogol!" “GogaU.” They flung the lit¬ 
tle extra editions of the newspapers 
into every house. Thoee who could 
read Japanese characters eagerly 
shouted out the glad news, and those 
who couldn’t ran over to their neigh¬ 
bors to get a correct translation. In a 
few mimitea flags began to appear, and 
as the ufternoon wore on it waa evident 
that tho night wait to witness a grund 
display. We were not disappointed 

Since the beginning of the war every 
city in the empire has been made ready 
for patriotic demonstration?. At all 
the Intersection* oh streets immense 
bamboo pedea had been planted and 
made to crosa at quite a height. From 
one was suspended the national flag, 
from the other the naval ensign, and 
their folds embraced In the breeze. All 
over the country these pole? may be 
seen by the multiplied thousands. Then, 
at short intervals along the principal 
streets frames are built for large Jap- 
enese lanterns. In addition even* house 
Is to be decorated according to the 
j tcupte and ability of the occupant. There 
has been displayed the rare artistic 
taste of these people. 

On Sunday evening in Kobe, when the 
news from Liao Yang was received, j 
there was first a bicycle parade, every 
) wheel gayly decked, and every rider 
gorgeously arrayed* By mean* of paaie 
I board and a few deft strokes of the 
painter’s bruslh one wheel represented a 
war horse, another a gun carriage, an^ 
so on in bewildering variety. On the 
head of each was a flaming lantern. 

I^ater there were numerous lantern 
processions. Literally thousands fell 
into line bearing aloft their gorgeous 
lights, and shouting "Banzai. Banzai!“ 
until their voices failed. Along the 
streets for miles there were laixerna 
ablaze of every conceivable color. From 
every pole a great flag was waving, 
while millions of smaller size fluttered 
from every conspicuous place. I have 
really never seen anything quite so 
gorgeous. 

From every city of the empire come 
' reports of like demonstrations. The 
I long expected had at last arrived, and 
ihe very hill? clapped their hand? for 
| Joy. When Port Arthur falls I suppose 
the celebrations will be on even grander 
I seal*. Official instructions have been 
' Issued for two months or more as to 
how that event i* to be celebrated. Men j || 
have given up other engagements so as 
to be at horn* when the glad news rj 
eofltyh *>ne old gentleman in an !n- 
teri«r cRy. a distinguished sumarl. [ 
failed to attend the Methodist confer-1 
ence. ovei w'htch I was presiding tn | 
Kobe, to which he w*as a lay delegate- 
elect. because he had 6Upeiflntended the 
arrangements for the celebration of 
Port Arthur’s fall. The resident for¬ 
eigners have cauglvt the spirit, and will 
try to turn it to commercial aedbunt. 
The following has stood In the adver¬ 
tising columns of the Tokahama papers 
for weeks: 

"Fall of Port Arthur—A special tif¬ 
fin and dinner w!H be served at the 
Grand Hotel, Yokahama. on the ca^ r 
sej aside for the official celebration of 
the capture of the fortress of Port Ar¬ 
thur. Place® will be reserved on the 
| verandas for the guests to review the 
| procession. FREDERICK DAVIES.’* 

Soane amusing things have occurred 
; showing the excessive ardor of these 
People. That "gcgal" or afternoon ex- 
| ua announcing the capture r.f Liao 
| Yang had really been put In type for 
a week or more. It simply announced 
j that official news from lmi»erial head¬ 
quarters had been received that Liao 
Yang was in posseFsIon of the Japanese 
army and Gen. Kuropatkln was In full 
retreat toward Mukden. Ail they need¬ 
ed was that telegram, and the little 
j extra edition was released. The news* 
i papers over here are almost as enter- 
! prising as those in America, but on 
wveral occasions their extra editions 
have come to grief. The latest affair, 

! of the kind occurred about five weeks 
, ago. the victim or Journalistic humilia- j 
tion being a certain paper In Osaka. 
The extras announcing the fail of Port 
Arthur had been printed by the thou- | 
sands and sent to different cities, not 
to be released ufitll officially notified, j 
But some curiosity-seeker chanced to | 
see one In a suspicious bundle and read 
it. His fiery patriotism would not let 
him keep the good news all to himself, 
so :he news took wings and before the 
mistake could be corrected one »arge |» 
city at least had a notable demonstra¬ 
tion. 

But one conviction grows on me with 
every added day of my visit to Japan. 
These victories are won at frightful 
cost. The Japanese losFes in killed and 
wounded are enormous. They have sot 
been fully reported and possibly may 
never be. From private and trust- 
w»orthy sources I learn that two or 
more cjrematories in front of Port Ar¬ 
thur have been in operation night and 
day for many weeks bumlhg the bod¬ 
ies of those *laln in battle. Smoke is 
continually ascending from those place* 
to the high heavens above the besieged 
city. The number of Japanese dead 
will never be known by the graves that 
are seen or the little urns pen! homo 
that contain heroic ashes, for many a 
poor fellow' haa not a friend near by 
to preserve even a handful of his ashes. 

Of the multiplied thousands wounded I 
In battle I have been able to make 


therefore, the Japanese losses have 
been heavier. But there has been un¬ 
necessary loss of life, especially around 
Port Arthur. To recout these losses the 
Second Reserves have already been 
called out. and further conscriptions 
will soon be made. If the w*ar con¬ 
tinues long It will be a disastrous drain 
upon Japan. 

The more thoughtful of these people 
are very desirous of speedy peace. They 
see ihe Inevitable if this exhausting 
struggle continues. While every* one 
feels the war to be just and la willing 
tb suffer if only his country can be

O NLY a few years ago there was a 
unique organization in Louisville. It 
Is dead now, like four of Its ten member*. 
But It Is cherlsned in the memory of men 
whose homes nre in places as wide apart 
as New York # Hnd Btin Francisco, yet, 
who. when good fellows are gathered to¬ 
gether ©peak often' of the Disreputable 
Club of Louisville. It was a queer com¬ 
bination. There was no president nor any 
other officer. There was no constitution 
and ther* w*ere no by-laws. The sessions 
were held nightly. They began between 
11 o’clock and midnight and they lasted 
until it was time to go home. Many men 
tried to enter the cJul>, but of the few 
who called, fewer w’ere chosen. In the 
little crowd were a railroad official of 
high standing, now the president of an 
important Western company; the heat 
known club man of the city probably and 
h former diplomat In the Government 
aerv^cs; two theatrical managers; two 
well-known business men. dnd four news¬ 
paper men, whose duties ranged from 
those of national prominence to the tasks 
of reading exchangee a.ud writing more 
or Its* upposlte comments on the current 
theatrical attractions. 

The Disreputable Club had no connec¬ 
tion with anything that resembled "func¬ 
tion.” There was a good dish, cooked in 
a chafing dish by a skilhd amateur each 
evxmlng; there was at least one guest and 
sometimes there w-ere half a dozen. A 
bottle of ale or a glass of beer or two 
helped to pass the time away. No man 
could treat nnd no man ever went home 
Without being the better in mind, stom¬ 
ach and self-satisfaction for his evening’s 
companionship. It wras s very unpreten¬ 
tious. retiring and wholly modest lifitle 
meeting that happened each night. But 
somehow men canceled Invitations to 
clubs and all sorts of formal affairs for 
the sake of being with the Disreputables, 
Especially did th© actors look forward to 
the time when they eouM meet congenial 
men and talk without restriction, and 
among all the men who sat at the board 
of the Disreputables, there was not one 
more welcome, more honored ur more 
loved than the least appreciated great 
man of the American stage—Frank Mayo. 

h was right years ago that this truly 
grent man, whose la?t yours fortuuaiely 
were sw’tdlened uud softened by the suc¬ 


cess th^t c*m© to him In his moet cher¬ 
ished work—the dramatization of the 
Mark Twain story, "rudd’n Head Wil¬ 
son”—came Io this city and to his chosen 
companiorts unburdened himself concern¬ 
ing his happiness and some previous dis¬ 
appointments. On one of those nights he 
told a story that held a prophecy, und 
for the sake of J^ank Mayo, deud and 
gone, but honored and remembered. It 
may be well to retell that story for the 
sake of showing how that prophecy has 
been verified. 

Somebody had said something about 
somebody who took himself too seriously. 
Frank Mayo’s eyes flashed out with a 
little loss of the usual kindly ©xpress.on 
from under the overhanging whiteness of 
the eyebrow**. 

"Nobody who wants to do himself Jus¬ 
tice can take himself too seriously, boy*,” 
he said, i remember out !n the old Cali¬ 
fornia Theater how 1 used t^> try the 
speeches In the Shakespeare plays that I 
never thought I would have a chance to 
speak from behind the footlights. I prac¬ 
ticed them In my room. In what I thought 
was an undertone, until 1 was asked to 
move from three different boarding houses. 

I found out. to my sorrow*, that whnt you 
say in frortt of a mirror In a little room 
won’t h€lp you In a theater, so far aa the 
vocal point la concerned; ao I .would 
sneak down to the big empty stage and 
tear Marjt Antony. Romeo and Corlola- 
nus to pieces until not once, but a dozen 
times the boys up on the paint frame 
would sraLter paint brushes and paint 
over my person until 1 looked like a hu¬ 
man rain Dow. 1 waa laughed at. often 
and always I never showed that it hurt 
me, hut it did. Many a time I thought I 
was foolish, but 1 kept nt It. and some¬ 
how ever s.nce my whole sympathy has 
gone out toward the boy who takes him¬ 
self seriously.” 

Mayo had bfen talking musingly all this 
while, but he leaned forward, struck the 
table with his clenched hand and spoke 
In a way that all men then present re¬ 
membered afterward: 

”1 have got a boy like that In this com¬ 
pany. He Is a kid. but he is the best k.d 
I have s«en in my lifetime, if he isn’t 
a Mg • man after they have forgotten 
Frank' Mayo I’m going to be mistaken. 
He is going through all I ever went 
through hut he is taking it a little hard¬ 
er. Come around and see the piece again 
snd don't watch me. Watch the boy who 
Is playing Uhnmbers I wouldn't dare to 
tell him what I think he may do some 
day because it might hurt him, bur watch 
him, and don’t you boys in Louisville for¬ 
got what ) say about Arnold Daly.

In New York forgetfulness of prophecies 
and performances comes quickly, Only 
a few old-timers ever speak of Frank 
Mayo nowaday*. Only those Interested In 
the history of the stage remember that 
Arnold L>aJy made a hit when "Pudd'n 
Head Wilson” proved to be the most sur-v 
prising success of a season, after many 
shrewd managers had refused to pro¬ 
duce the piece. It was not surprising, 
therefore, that when a young actor wl,h 
an enviable reputation for making much 
out of little, rose fn drama* that were in¬ 
finitesimally unimportant, he sought man¬ 
ager arbor manager to produce an out¬ 
rageously unusual and unconventional 
play Ho was met with smile* and friend¬ 
ly word* that were only thin veils to re¬ 
fusals and ridicule. Daly had the stub¬ 
bornness that Mayo had seen. He be¬ 
lieved that Bernard Fhaw had written 
plays that were great plays. Ho believed 
that the mdlltonnin© managers were wrong 
when they said that these plays wore 
“above the head*” of the people All his 
earthly possessions consisted «>f a few 
hundred dollars that he had saved from 
his salary He spent ihat little capital In 
engaging the afolest actors that he could 
secure for two experimental matinees He 
was playing a part In a t>ad musical com¬ 
edy in which his characterization w r a* 
the sole redeeming spot, and this woik 
took up all bis evenings, but he sacri¬ 
ficed sle-rp. rehearsed his company at odd 
hours, put "Cand'a” on th© boards, nnd 
then a miracle happened. The public p>se 
up end mad© aster Th© "Candida” mat- 
Inee became a fortnight s run of evening 
porformanc*» by grace of an expensive 
failure that left a theater vacant in the 
evenings. Packed houses follow’ed the 
BhUy comedy to six playhouses In succes¬ 
sion. and It began bo seem as If Arnold 
Daly could play to capacity In a circus 
ten* on the sands of Coney Island The 
play-going public awoke to the fact that 
Bernard Sh aw Is the most brilliant of 
modem dramatists They found that In 
hisNwork there was all the strength, but 
none of the gloom, of Ibsen. Sudermann 
and all the modem playrights of North 
Europe They laughed over ’TandUla'’ 
and lAter on over the wonderful Napoleon¬ 
ic study, “The Man of Destiny.” as 
they had not laughed over any farce sine# 
the death of Charlie Hoyt, and yet amid 
the laughs their feelings and Intslltgenc- 
were so tensely held that controversy 
was aroused to such an extent that the 
press proclaimed an epidemic of "Can¬ 
dida” manta.

She Is one of those «ll-wl*e 
women, who knows and understands her 
husband better than he understands him¬ 
self. nnd If Is the nwakening of Morell to 
a sens© of his wife’s Importance In hla 
life and In hi* household that has caused 
the public to dub “Candida” a* a "play 
for husbands and wives.”

NEW YORK GETS A LOOK 

AT ANOTHER ADE PIECE 

“The Sbo-GuiT’ Does Not Cause the Laughter of “The Collect 
Widow”—Mrs. Campbell, Otis Skinner and Henry 
Miller In New Plays. 


[CorresporideTice of the Courier-Journal ] 

N EW YORK, Oct. 14.—It would eeem 
that New York playgoers—or at 
least those who make themselves known 
a* first-nighter*—#et up' Idols for the scAe 
sake of pulBng them down. Three weeks 
ago they yelled themselves hoarse In con¬ 
gratulating George Ade upon ’The Col¬ 
lege Widow.” Last Monday night they ap¬ 
peared to make a point of laughing very 
mildly, sometimes not at all, at lines In 
his new play of ’The Rho-Gun” that 
w’ou-ld be hulled a* glasedcs In almost any 
other oomlc opera libretto of the day. 
Thus Is a man's second best clubbed by 
Ms own best work. Still, tike name of 
Ade ha* Its uses, and second and thlrd- 
nlghbwB accepted It as good enough guar¬ 
antee to Invest ftpiw in the lottery of 
fun. and they certainly drew a prize, each 
one. 

Any Ade play. In general, and an Ade 
libretto. In particular. Is almost tmpos- 
Hible to describe. Their merit is so whol¬ 
ly In the language that the next morn¬ 
ing you wonder why you laughed Man¬ 
ager Savage is understood to believe he 
ha* brought about. In the ool la.horo.tlon 
of Ade and Gustav 1 aider*, a great com¬ 
bination. but a third man l* needed—a 
trained dramatist who will supply comic 
scene* for the Ade wit to embellish and 
who will carefully control the prodigal 
flow of brilliancy so a* none shall be 
wasted. In ''The Bho-Gun” more J©»t* go 
for n-alight than would supply all the fun 
for three or four ordinary lYbretito*. The 
authors answer might bo that a* long 
ns enough do Mt the mark to make 
“Bho-Gun” a sure w’lnner. why worry 
about the wrested ammunition. 

A typlca.1 American "traveling man” Is 
dropped In among the Japanese-like In¬ 
habitants of an imaginary Island, and by 
hi* Yankee nerve dethrone* the Sho-Gun, 
and invents himself with the authority 
and pomp of that potentate. That Is all 
that happcsia It Is not developed 1 ; from 
time to time some one say* It Is occur¬ 
ring. explains a Uttie, and the excellent 
line* nnd good songs continue on their 
way. Concerned in the play’s movement, 
as distinct from action, are a Yum-Yum 
maid from scrliool, a Nankl-Poo tenor, a 
K a tls ha old woman and a barytone -Mika¬ 
do colled a Sho-Gun. They and some 
others circulate about pleamrUly and are 
quite devoid of lndlvJduaJlty. They sing 
agreeably and often humorously, but nev¬ 
er originally enough in either words or 
muMc to make their vocal matter mem¬ 
orable five mimirtee after they have done. 
The beat developed of the half-baked Ad© 
ideas Is about the girls in lowa-^pre¬ 
nounced “1-o-oe”—a ro4tteking tale of 
Yankee freedom of manner, rich in at¬ 
mospheric suggestion. In sutitle hint* of 
sectional characters and in humorously 
amthenilo observation. 1-t fill* one with 
the feeling that tt should be part of an 
American classic. Instead of merely the 
boat number in one of the season’s suc¬ 
cesses, soon to be forgotten In the pass¬ 
ing show. m #

What I* 1 fucking, that is more import

An Englishwoman In a new* play by 4 
Frenchman 1* a theatrical exhibit here* 
With no bell/tt lament Is Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell in Vlctorlen Sardou’s “Th* 
Sorceress” regarded os a stage show. The 
actress Is a beautiful poeer. with the 
ability to emotionalize her attitudes, ih« 
author is a graphic craftsman, with th« 
genius to dramatize his pictures, and she 
Is a creature of amorous splendor In th* 
character which he created for &*rat) 
Bernhardt. The drama Is an exposition 
of the awful torture* of Mohammedan* 
by fiendish Christian* in Spain four cen¬ 
turies ago—oh, ye*, and a very vivid 
treatment of that religious them*, but 
more Intentionally and interestingly it 
Is a romance of pasalonat* love. Thl* 
Zor&ya of Sardou's Is another Fedora, 
Theodora, Toeca, Cleopatra or any other 
of his sorceresses of desire whom Bern, 
hardt has embodied. At him age of three 
score year* and ten he ha* raked togeth¬ 
er tho embers of his ardent fancy and 
fanned them again Into flame; and at her 
same advanced age, lacking but a decade, 
she hA* kindled herself anew Into a flerc* 
fire. Bo much for the French material .>f 
tho latest Bar don-Bernhardt drama tlq 
conflagration. 

WUh no more of admiring criticism 
than Is enough for descriptive purposes, 
let me tell you that Mra Campbell’s act¬ 
ing in <iue Sorceress” is as little In hear 
own manner, and as much in that of 
Bernhardt, as she can contrive to tnak* 
It. She has taken on the Frenchwoman * 
sibilous softness of speech in moment* 
of tenderness and guttural hardness In 
those of rage; *h© has limbered th* 
rigidity and melted the frigidity of her 
modern society guise* and acquired th* 
supple, sinuous, even siren graces which 
an exceptional Saracen enchantress may 
be supposed to have practiced in the be* 
witching of a noble Spanish soldier. Mra 
Campbell has never been secretive of Jier 
beauty. No one else as conspicuously on 
stage view, except Mra l^angto*. ha* 
gowned modern heroine* with less of 
bodice. But In her present disclosure of 
the dress modes of Moorish belles |n the 
Sixteenth oentury she as to u* to believe 
—and 1 guess few of j us are disposed to 
dispute It on her presentation of the evi¬ 
dence—that their torsos were utterly bare 
down to a line four or five inches below 
the armpits. It Is so in a forest at night 
when Zorayn meets and lures young Doo 
Enriquez, in her palace when 'she re¬ 
ceives her lover's surreptitious visits, be¬ 
fore tho» Holy Inquisition when *he t* 
arraigned and condemned ns a witch, and 
even at the stake when she escapes th* 
fire by swallowing poison. Her fac* 
changes with fin© mobility from smiling 
pleasure to distortlve anguish, her arm* 
cling aJTectlcmately and fling defiantly, 
her breast stirs with calm breath and 
heaves with tumuliuou* feeling, but her 
surorb back, which she often turns to¬ 
wards us kindly, never puckers or wrin¬ 
kles its brunette cuticle under any stree* 
of action, not even when at thre* 
climaxes she flings herself fac* down¬ 
ward on the ground.

Fto-rdou’s work shows no deterioration 
from what he has done before In florid 
drama. ’The Boroeresa’” Is a lit tie Ves* 
varied in characterization and episode 
then some of the eaTller Bernhardt plays* 
but as remarlra’b;© a* any of. them In fo¬ 
cusing and Intensifying all Interests In 
the madn> women. She Is at first a medi¬ 
cally-educated philanthropist who de¬ 
votes her knowledge of drugs to the cur® 
of tile among the poor people around 
her. but. as it t* a time of Spanish per¬ 
secution of Moors, her beneficent prac¬ 
tices are mistaken for witchcraft, ^nd 
there is a plausible oa** against her, 
for she is adept in mindreading nnd hyp¬ 
notizing In ways bound to convince th* 
suporstHlou* churchmen that she Is dia¬ 
bolic. The Grand Inquisitor Is a sinister 
archbishop—Bardou declare* he la faith¬ 
fully blurtorlc—who permeate* Ms piety 
wvth political craft, and he so brings 
things about that Zoraya, in order to save 
her lover from the Christian penalty of 
death for a liaison with a Mohammedan 
f*!t*ely declare* that tfh© baa bedeviled 
him with witchcraft The scene of her 
trial before ihe Inquisition is literature in 
the wrMtng; the one of the suicide at th* 
stake is art in the construction, and tl*> 
play entire, as given here by one of th* 
beet of FrohmAn companies, is indubi¬ 
tably a e-ueceaa In Sardoitlstn.

proved another "that failed." but It I* 
doubtful If the telegraphic dispatches 
have told how tragically funny it all a as. 

"George Dotting’’ wan the somewhat 
suggestive name which the play's au- 
thorea*. Madame Raoul Duva!. chose to 
dlsgutee her identity. To Londoners, how¬ 
ever, u was revealed loY.g before th!s 
nvuoh-heraided production tlwit the play¬ 
wright was no other than Mrs. Brown- 
Pouer'a a:*ter-ln-law. and the circum¬ 
stances under which hv r piece reached 
fhe American actress were de*cr11>ed us 
"one of those Httle Ino'cb urs connected 
with letters wh’oh the world Ands so very 
interesting." Madame Duval, It seemed, 
began her literary career by writing 
poems Mr*. Potter ha* of late appeared 
on the stage almost exclusively as a "re. 
oitvr." Bo whaf did Madame Duval do but 
send Mrs Potter some of her sign¬ 

ed with her pen name? And what could 
be more romantic than that the actress 
should be Immensely taken w’th them 
and long to know' their authoress? It wus 
almost a year, however, *o Mrs. Potter's 
advertising man to!d u*. before *he found 
out that the poetes* was her own sister- 
in-law. And soon after that It was ar¬ 
ranged that Madame Duval should wTlte 
a play for Mrs Potter.

FRIENDS ALARMED. 


Friendfc of missionaries In China have 
been much alarmed of late by the fre¬ 
quent report* of disturbance* In that 
country which the correspondents lay 
at the doors of the "Boxer*." Ith a 
vivid recollection of th* troubles of a 
few years ago, Including the siege or 
the legations at Pekin, there is natu¬ 
rally a frar that Chinese disturbance* 
may again t^ke on an attitude danger¬ 
ous to the missionaries. If. Indeed, they 
have not already done so. Inquiry at 
the headquarters of missionary boards 
maintaining work In China leads to the 
belief that the troubles are much ex¬ 
aggerated In the transmission of new* 
from china to this country. Officer* 
of the boards say that their advices do 
not bear out the press dispatches, and 
that If there !a brewing In China a dis¬ 
turbance akin to the Boxer troubles of 
a few years ago. the missionaries on 
the AeM have not yet advised them of 
It. That there Is an antl-forelgn sen¬ 
timent among the Chinese people is not 
denied. «« there Is frequent evidence of 
the hostility of the native# to the work 
of foreign missionaries. But such evi¬ 
dence la coming to be less and les* 
heard year by year, and there seems to 
b* nothing in recent dispatches to cause 
alarm. 

Th* Rev. Dr ‘Arthur J. Brown, one 
of the secretaries of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions, returned t ot 
long since from a trip to the board’s 
mission statloh* during which he spent 
some time In China. Speaking of re¬ 
cent report* of trouble In that country, 
he say* that It must be remembered 
that (Thlna is a very large country, an! 
that It l* e«*v to think that a report 
from a remote section Indicate* condi¬ 
tions existing throughout the empire, 
which 1* practically never the case A 
newspaper report of trouble In China 
should be taken much as we would want 
the people lit China to take a report, 
widely published here some months ngo, 
that the wtreeta of New York were un¬ 
safe for pedestrians, and that thugs 
and robbers were preying upon the peo¬ 
ple with Impunity. Exaggeration!! And 
their way Into New York papers, end 
none the less Into Chinese. Since 1900 
It h&.< been customary to speak of alt 
Chinese disturbances a* thr result of 
Boxer activity; but as a matter of fact 
most of the recent trouble# hive not 
heen antl-forelgn. but due entirely to 
local cause*. Of these, one of the most 
frequent is the Injustice of the Chi¬ 
nese tax System, whereby officials are 
notified thrit a certain amount Is ex¬ 
pected from their districts, all over the 
required sum being placed In the offi¬ 
cials’ pockets. Every now and then the 
people revolt against a particularly 
grasping Governor, and the "Boxers:' 
get credit for the ensuing disturbances. 
Missionaries are. of course, alarmed at 
the** local troubles, but th*re Is not 
at the present time any evidence of n 
movement especially directed against 
them, end their friends In this country 
have little cause for alarm.

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PLENTY OF SCHOOLS. X 
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TO OPPOSE UNION. 


A determined effort In the Cumber¬ 
land Presbyterian Church to oppose 
union with the Presbyterian church 
was mude evident by a oon- 
enoe held last month by Cumberland 
leader#, headed by Judge J. II. Pu.s- 
aell. «>f Columbia. Tenn. The mot ting 
was held In St. Louis, and resolutions 
were adopted declaring that It wa* be¬ 
lieved that a mujority of the congrega¬ 
tions I 11 the Cumberland church op¬ 
posed union, and that the conference^ 
eompoeed of representative (’’umber- 
land Presbyterians Intends to adhere 
closely to the ('onfesslon of Faith and 
doctrine* of the church without any 
compromise with any other faith cr 
dorrttflne. A purpose to maintain the 
organization of the Cumberland Pres¬ 
byterian church intact is olso declared 
aa I* the purpose to "zealously guard 
the po«*ee ! *. , . 0 n of all right* and inter¬ 
ests to which we are entitled as mein- 
1 >#ts of the Cumberland church." The 
conference organized a "Council." with 
Judge Fu**vll a* president, which Is to 
organise a subcouncll in the various 
presbyterie* of the Cumberland church, 
and to work with the people of the 
churches against union with the otner 
body. The two questions which lewd 
to the opposition to union, nt hast 
the principal ones, are the negro ques¬ 
tion and the doctrine of "fatality." 
wiiich Cumberland leaders hold that 
the Presbyterian church d*d not alto¬ 
gether relinquish in Us shorter state¬ 
ment of faith adopted two years ago. 


; SUBSTANTIAL REASON. 


The expectation that there w’ould be 
no schools maintained and taught In 
France by rrligious orders during the 
present scholastic year is unfounded, 
for a recent decision of the Court of 
Casoatlon. ithe highest tribunal In 
France, glvt^i members of religious or¬ 
der* the right to continue teaching, pro¬ 
vided they have been secularized by 
the authorities «t Rome. An immense 
number of decrees of secularization 
have been granted by the Vatican to 
member* of the orders in Franco, and 
thejM* permit the wearing of civil drcs# 
and gran* absolution from the vow* 
formerly taken. Members of the Je?ruit 
order and the Christian Brother* have 
received these In large numbers, a* 
have the member* of a number of fe¬ 
male teaching order*. These, providing 
they observe the new laws against re¬ 
ligious associations, will continue to 
kerp control of their school*. Prac¬ 
tically the only condition they will have 
to observe will be the wearing of sec¬ 
ular dre** ami of having the secular¬ 
ization decree from Rome. The decis¬ 
ion of the French court In effect place# 
tie eecularlzatlon of the *ohoo!s some 
year* in the future, a* the teaching or¬ 
ders will continue to maintain the 
schools under the arrangement outlined 
and are assured of Ftipport because the 
head* of families have the right to se¬ 
lect the teacher* of their children, and 
a large number favor the member# ’of 
religious order*.

The American Church In Manila, es¬ 
tablished by the Presbyterian Board of 
Vs reign Mission* for the American a««l 
European resident# of the principal 
•ity of the Philippine#, ha* disproved 
the H-aseriion thut Americans in the 
new posse salon* of the country cannot 
be depended upt>n to support the 
churches. This Manila church, which 
has a* pamor the Rev. Dr. 8. B. Roe- 
Hlu»r. who was for many year# a promi¬ 
nent New York minister, has proved 
that army officer*, soldiers, officials and 
civil tan a can be Induced to go to church 
and that they are willing to give to tte 
mipp<*rf. In large measure the y Ameri¬ 
can Church In Manila preserves the 
condition of the home ohurahes. This 
I# demonstrated by a recent letter from 
the Rev. Dr. Rossiler. In which he say# 
that one of the moat homelike gather¬ 
ings American regktettts there have 
ever had w r as a birthday sociable In hi* 
church. Like thut of almlhir enter- 
tnlnment* In the churches of thla coun¬ 
try, the plan Included tibe bringing of 
little bags by each person attending, 
each bag conrarinlng n number of pen¬ 
nies correerunding to fhe period's age 
(Vke and lemonade were distributed, 
an entertainment was provided, police¬ 
men were on hand 10 keep the crowd In 
motion, and In all other respects the 
occasion was like tho?e often hud In 
American churches at home. Even In 
the matter of receipt* the Manila socia¬ 
ble conmpared favorably with those of 
this country, for WIL * ln hfl nd . after 
exi*ensee were paid, to be devoted 
txrwaixl the chit pel building about t to 
be erected. 

Thii8 Presbyterian church In Manila 
ha# already gathered to Itself a large 
congTega'tlon. and the work may be 
said to be upon a permanent basis, fu¬ 
tile Presbylerian Foreign Million 
Board has Jus: Appropriated money for 
the building of a chapel io cost $10,000. 
Thl# action was Liken early this tnoruh. 
The new building, according io Dr. 
Rossi tor. I* the only thing row needed 
tt> assure not only the permanence of 
Ih-? work, but it* growth, and he pro¬ 
phetic* that within a few month* the 
church, now added by the mission 
tooard- will be practically f elf-support¬ 
ing.

Witnesses ha\*e been summoned to 
Vtptear before the grand jury to-morrow 
to testify regarding tb® death of Wil¬ 
liam if. Owen*, which occurred at his 
bogus, 1621 Mel wood avenue, Friday 
xd^htt October 7, from the effects of 
carbolic acid poisoning. The police who 
have been busy Investigating some ap¬ 
parent! ^incriminating circumstances, 
halleve that he was murdered. 

Pending the presentation of the case 
to the grand Jury the Owens home is 
tinder dose surveillance. The police 
^L'hanre that Owens* death was due to 
* deadly dose of carbolic acid, drunk 
Vrom a bottle of whisky. According 
to Mrs. Joseph Stabb. Mrs. Owens told 
her she put the acid In the whisky 
knowing her husband would drink it. 
Mh. Stabb told this to the police and 
to & Courier-Journal reporter, and said 
she would testify to the same thing 
*bufon* the grand jury- Patrolman Tom 
Merrifleld. who has started the inves¬ 
tigation. summoned witnesses last 
night. Mrs. Stabb, whose home Is at 
1500 Washington street, and who was 
at the Owens home when Mr. Owens 
swallowed the fatal dose, said to a 

Courier-Journal reporter yesterday:

Said Husband Was Drunk. 


William lippibeimer. whose home is 
at 1805 •Mefltw , ood avenue, and whose 
testimony before the grand Jury W1W be 
among the most damaging, said: 

“On tho Friday night when the death 
of Mr. Owens occurred, 1 was passing 
the gate between 7 and 8 o’clock. I 
heard some one groaning and beating 
himself on the breast, and T looked over 
In Mr. Owens* yard and sow him com¬ 
ing out toward t'he gate. When he 
saw me he said: 

'* ‘Bubbles, for God's sake go and get 
a doctor: they have dosed me on some¬ 
thing.* 

**I flaw the vrwy he WM acting that 
something was bad wrong with him, 
and I went as fast as I could to gri 
Dr. Morris. While I was running fur 
the doctor. I remembered that I walked 
to Nachand’s drug store a little while 
before that with Rom Owens, the old 
man’s son, and that he bought some 
carboTie acid. I used the telephone In 
the drug store while he bought the arid. 
I heard him ask for it, and he told me 
white we were on the way to the drug 
store that he was going after carbolic 
acid. He had a long white bottle to 
get if in. 

“Wlhetn. I thought of thatband what 
Mr. Owens said to me when he ms 
in misery it scared me, and when 1 
wenit. back home I told my father what 
bad happened.”

Got Acid Night of Father’s Death.

"Mrs. Owens and I were talking In 
the front room when we hear some¬ 
body up stairs. Mrs. Owens looked up 
and said: 

" ‘He*s upstairs drunk.* 

•T asked her who was upstairs drunk, 
and she said. 'Mr. Owens.* 

•'We then heard somebody come hur¬ 
riedly down the steps. We saw Mr. 
Owens pass through the jliall and out 
to the front veranda. I* noticed Mrs. 
Owens and two of her children start 
toward the door. When Mr. Owens got 
outside they all came back to where 
I was. We then heard, about live min¬ 
utes later, the falling of a heavy body 
on the front veranda. The noise made 
Mrs. Owens Jump from her seat. 

“She said: ‘You see how drunk he is 

•—he’s falling over my flowers.' 

• • • 

Heard Owens Groaning. 


“We could hear groaning out there, 
and I said to Mrs. Owens that I would 
go out and bring him in. She did not 
go out and I insisted, saying that It 
was too cool for him out there. She 
finally got up and went out. She car¬ 
ried a lamp In her hand. She went to 
the front door and peered out, calling 
to him several tiroes. I heard him still 
groaning and breathing hard when she 
opened the door. When she called and 
he did not answer, she shut the door 
and came back to where I was sitting 
and said she would get Cohn (that's 
one of her boys) to help her move him 
in after awhile. She seemed excited, 
and I started to go home. 

She said: "Oh, Mrs. Stabb. please 
don’t go home yet." 

-She was very pale, and I asked he^ 
rwhat was the matter, and she answered 
•nothing.* I told her I must go, and she 
said: ‘Wait. I will get the light—he’s 
lying out there; you might stumble 
lover him.’

Mra Stabb Smelled Medicine. 


Rem Owen*, the fifteen-year-old son 
of Mrs. Owens, was seen yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon at the Country -dub golf links, 
where he was “caddying” for the play¬ 
ers. and he admits that his mother 
gave him a bottle on the night of his 
father’s death and commanded him to 
go to Nachand's drug store and get five 
cents’ worth of carbolic arid. He said 
his mother deid not teU him what she 
wanted with the acid that night, but 
that she told him next morning. 

"What did she say she wanted with 
the acid?” he was askid. 

“She told me next morning that I 
Should say she wanted It to kill bed¬ 
bugs with.” 

“Did she put the acid In whisky?’*

Mother Hid Whisky. 


"She told me she put it in a bottle 
of whisky brother brought from the 
Melwood distillery and put the whisky 
behind the bed Iti my room.’’ 

“Did your father know* she had put 
the whisky in your room?” 

“I don't know if he did—he w^ept in 
there and got the bottle.” 

“Was it behind the bed or on a man¬ 
tel?” 

“Ma said she put it behind the bed 
because she said she was afraid t>a 
would get It.” 

'Whom did she say that to?" the 
boy was asked. 

'She told lots of people the next day." 
‘Had your father been drinking that 
day*?” 

’He wasn’t drinkfn’ when I saw him 
about 6 o’clock.” 

’’Didn’t your mother fell the Coroner 
he had been drinking?” 

’Yes. she told them all that he had 
been drunk all day. Ma* and him fussed 
that evening before pa died ”

Son Believes It An Accident. 


"She got the light and we wept to the 
front porch. Mr. Owen* w*a* lying on 
Ms side and breathing hard. Mrs. 
Owens took his hand and said*. *Oh, 
he’* dead,’ and asked me to hold the 
lamp. I told her I could not hold the 
lamp; that I was so scared I would 
drop It. She started back Into the room 
•with the light, and said to me: ’Mrs. 
Stabb. come In here.* 

“I followed her. and l told her I 
gmelled some kind of medicine. When 
I said that she looked at me real hard, 
and set the lamp on the piano. She 
then said: ’Mrs. Stabb, come in here. 

“I went into the dining-room with 
her. The children—my little girl, Anna 
May, and her boy, Rem, started In with 
us. She told them f to stay back, ar.d 
when we got in the dining-room, she 
eald: ’Mrs. Stabb. I fixed that up for 
Mm and he got it—I am glad of It.’ 

“What do you mean, Mrs. Owens?" I 
asked her.

I stag¬ 
gered bock into the front room, when 
Anna May. who w*as so frightened she 
was almost as pale as & sheet, came to 
xne and paid: ’Mamma, let’s go home.*

not go with hvr. 1 then left with her, 
and when we were on the outside she 
asked me If heard Mrs. Owens say she 
fixed up that stuff for Mr. uwens. I 


The /boy talked freely of the case 
and Is apparently convinced that his 
father's death was due to an accident, 
by \vhlch he got hold of the poisoned 
whisky. Oontlnuilng. he said: * 

“Ma told the people that night pa 
had committed suicide because he was 
drinking and because he had so much 
trouble. When the Coroner came next 
day she told him that, and the Coroner 
nai« pa had committed suiride.” 

‘Does your mother believe now he 
committed suicide?” he was asked. 

“She says now he just got the pois¬ 
oned whisky and drank it, and that he 
didn't know It was poisoned.” 

“Does your mother kill bugs all the 
time with carbolic acid and whisky?” 

"I don't know—she never told me She 
did before.” 

“Did your father steal whisky when 
he found It ^.bout the house?” 

“He kept It ther* sometimes and 
drank It w-hen he wanted it." 

“Did your mother ever hide it from 
him?” 

“Sometimes she locked it up In a 
trunk.”

After 
getting the ball In midfield the Tigers 
sent Pou Ik a around the navy's left end 
for twenty-fiyo yatds, King following tbi* 
by clearing tho opposite end for twenty- 
five more, placing tho pigskin on the 
navy’s twenty-yard line, where the navy 
forced her opponents to kick. 

After this score honors wore about ewn 
till Douglass, in tho middle of tho field, 
punted for the navy. The ball went be¬ 
hind the goal posts, was touched by 
Buck, who fumbled through Farley's 
jostling him, .while Whiting /ell on the 
pigskin for the navy. Whiting kicked 
goal. 

The Tigers became desperate ufter this 
and forced their opponents back unjil 
Foulko got around the end for & forty- 
yard run and scored near the side line. 
The ball wn .8 punted out for a try' goal* 
which, howevek, was blocked. 

The advantage through the second half 
was entirefy with the navy, Princeton’s 
fine teamwork being offset by tho bril¬ 
liant Individual work of the midshipman.

It la to tho Interest of the 
financial Institution* in New York to keop 
money eaay at thla time. That goes with>ut 
tha eaytng, for it la well known that the bank¬ 
ing Inter^ste are much concerned lt» maintain¬ 
ing a strong an.l advancing stock market. They 
have securities to distribute at a profit to 
themselves and they have plana on hand which 
a weak stock market would render Impossible 
of consummation But the fact remains, aft«?r 
these considerations. that they have been ab • 
to do thla, to lend money at low ratse without 
Inconvenience or discouragement to speculation 
as fax as surface Indications go. Call money 
loaned yesterday over Sunday at P* r 

cent., with time funds no higher than two 
weeks ago. Thus It looks like the prediction 
fpr easy money throughout the fail Is in a fair 
way to be realized.

In 
any state of the case the shipments of gold from 
Australia to this country, and the continual 
essa of money In New York, served to allay 
any apprehensSon relative to delayed gold Im¬ 
port* later on. and It Ls safe to say chat gold 
will be promptly f-jcthcwnlng If the Interest 
rates go high enough to make shipmmKa from 
the oft her side logical.

It is only within th« laet 230 years, 
from the ^rlod wTien Vauban fiour- 
isheU, in fact. «ty» t/he St. Jame®’ Ga¬ 
zette. that the pre-eminence of the at¬ 
tack over the defense of fortresses has 
existed. When the arms employed w ere 
slings and arrows, the high and thick 
alls of fortresses offered Insuperable 
obstacles—s^egea then were simple 

blockades; while for Ions after the in- 
enlion of ^unp<> w< ^ er superiority 

of the defense was mainly due to the 
great difficulty of dragging up heavy 
ordnance with a besieging army, so 
that the weight of metal being general 
ly In favor of the besieged, the fire of 
the fortress w’as able to subdue that 
of the attack. 

During Vanban's youth a siege was a 
bloody and precarious undertaking, 
conducted as follows: The approaches 
were pushed forward to the glacis, 
when the covered way was assaulted. 

A covered descent was then made Into 
the ditch, and a breach was made bv 
the miners. This also was assaulted. 
After the capture of the outworks the 
main work woe breached and assault¬ 
ed, and then the Interior intrench- 
rnents. From being engaged In the ser¬ 
vice of the most ambitious monarch of 
modem time, Louis XIV., Vauban ap¬ 
plied his great talents to forward his 
master’s views. He secured hLs ap¬ 
proaches from being enveloped by the 
introduction of parallels, and. avoiding 
assaults, accomplished his purpose by 
weii-dtreeted manual labor, thus per 
fectlng that Irresistible system of at 
tack w hich has ever since been success¬ 
fully followed. A siege rcientlflcally 
ro^ecuted i9 beautifully certain In its 
progress and result. In the case of a 
protracted siege, however, we invari 
ably hear that the situation is about 
•to Lo reversed and that the problem 
of the Impregnable fortress ha* at last 
been solved. Humanity will have 
cause to rejoice In such a triumph of 
military art, but as yet there are yio 
signs of It coming to pass. Of course, 
many sieges have failed (and failure Is 
usually attended with severe loss or 
dire disaster), as a rule through the re 
sources at the disposal of the besiegers 
being Insufficient for the irtvestment, 
but these form no exception to this 
rule. 

The most famous sieges of modem 
times muy now be enumerated: 

• • • t 

The Siege of Dantzlc. 

In 1807 Dantzic held out for seventy 
?lx days, and again In 1813 for forty 
days, preceded by a six-weeks’ block 
ode. l*Yom the 27th of June to August 
14. 1808, a few thousand Spaniards wer> 
besieged by seventeen thousand picked 
French troops In 9arago?sa. At the 
end It wus Loose to house fighting, but 
the attackers were repulsed ami the 
ylege ral*id. On the 19th of V»ctoher 
1809, 38,000 French troop* be sin a sec 
o-nd siege of 8arago.susa, which tftiis time 
capitulated after a heroic resistance 
lasting fifty-two days, and accom¬ 
plished by and mine from house 
to house. The Peninsular sieges are 
famous for the numerous assaults 
the breach and escalades, which were 
almost unknown in iti> earlier si 
Dadijos stood two sieges, first. In l&ll 
ode of thirty-nine days, which vv;n 
raised, and second, tn 1812, one .of thlr 
ty days, which was successful by 
means of a glorious escalade. Burgos 
compelled the attackers to withdraw* 
after they had besieged It for thirty- 
four days, and the failure, due to the 
miserable appliances of th^ besiegers, 
undid the fruits of Salamanca. The 
siege of St. Sebastian, occupying fiftj/- 
one days of the year 1R12, was attend¬ 
ed by terribly severe fighting. Out of 
of force of 9,000 strong 3,500 were killed 
and wounded, and the siege train of 
sixty pieces expended 70.831 rounds, th j 
breaching battery of ten guns one 4 / av¬ 
eraging three hundred And fifty pounds 
per gun In fifteen and one-half hours. 

Th** siege at Antwerp by the French 
In 1832 was one of the most regular and 
scientific in history. The garrison of 
this magnificently fortified citadel 
numbered y.000 men, and was opposed 
to the attack of a besieging army thir¬ 
teen times its strength. After twenty- 
five days the fortress was reduced to 
oi heap of ruins, and the exhausted de¬ 
fenders decided not to attempt to stand 
an assault. The great lesson deduced 
from this siege was that the besieging 
army should be from four to five times 
the strength of the garrison.

Before Sebastopol. 

The siege of Sebastopol was one of the 
longest on record; U lasted 349 days 
At Its close the Russians opposed 9S2 
guns in the first line to about K00 of the 
allies, and at the final assault, which 
failed In six points out of seven, the 
rampart8 were Intact and the troops 
had to advance for nearly 200 yards 
without cover. Only one of the works 
in the main line—the Malakoff—w r as 
ever taken. Practically ail the land de¬ 
fenses of Sebastopol were developed in 
the form of ft vast system of earth¬ 
works subsequent to the first bbmbard- 
nieht, and the defenders constructed 
such an important advanced work as 
the Mamelon five months later. The 
French executed forty-two miles and 
the British eight miles of trenches, but 
the approaches never reached the dtich. 
However, the Chersonese stronghold 
was never Invested; from the north the 
enemy could always receive re-enforce¬ 
ments and supplies. On the other hand, 
Kars was only starved Into surrender 
In 1855 after a heroic struggle of five 
months, In which appalling slaughter 
was Inflicted on the besiegers. 

The investment of Delhi took place 
on June 8, 1857, and the siege began a 
week later, proceeding for three months 
under most disadvantageous conditions. 
At length, on September 8. the heavy 
batteries were got Into notion, and an 
assault was prepared. On the 14th of 
September our troops advanced to 
storm the gates In the face of an over¬ 
whelming rebel garrteon, and In spite 
of serious loRse* succeeded by a mar¬ 
velous display of gallantry In carrying 
the bastion and occupying the eastern 
I'ortion of the city. For five days heavy 
fighting continued in the streets, till 
on .September 20 the whole city was 
won.

In the Civil War. 


The principal sieges in the American 
war of secession were Vicksburg and 
Richmond, or Petersburg. The invest¬ 
ment «»f the former closed on May 19. 
ls63, and on the Fourth of July follow¬ 
ing the place capitulated with 30,000 
men. The regular siege of Petersburg 
commenced on July 11. 1864. Gradual 
approaches were aftembted, but the 
difficulty of pushing them ngalnst a 
long line of strong works, which could 
not be enveloped and were defended by 
equal fprefs, was found to be so great 
as to offer small chances of success. 
The lines gradually extended to thirty- 
two miles, comprising thirty-six forts 
and fifty batteries. The movements 
of troops operating upon the lines of 
communication, which up to the Iasi

The Danish redoubts of Duppel w*«*re 
but poor affaire, and only armed with 
smooth bore popguns; nevertheless, the 
defense lasted sixty-five days. They 
were stormed on the 18th of April, 1 n 64.

ualties. 

In the Franco-German War formal 
steges w*Te only undertaken at Belfort 
and Strassburg, and partial sieges at 
Paris, 8cblettstadt and Longwy. The 
fortifications of Paris were thirty years 
old, and the average age of the rst 
150 years. All were Ill-formed and com¬ 
pletely unprepared Stnissburg was 
invested on the 32th, of August, 1870. 
and the regular elege began on August 
26, lasting fifty-one days. The siege 
train comprised 60.000 rmn, with 209 
guns and 100 mortars. The garrison 
numbred 17.000. The attack was made 
by regular approaches, the outworks 
being breached by distant fire nnd by 
mining, nnd the main rampart by Iho 
high ajigl- fire of butteries In the sec¬ 
ond parallel. Everything had been pre¬ 
pared for the nival ussault when the 
city capitulated on September 27. The 
U* rman artillery fired 193,722 rounds. 

Belfort held out for 103 days, but the 
besiegers were Insufficient. 30.000 men 
pitted against n garrison of 17,000. The 
bombardment lasted day and night 
from 1>‘cumber 3. 1870. to February I3 k 
1871, the Germans throwing 500,000 pro¬ 
jectiles Into the town. 

• • • \ 

Paris Holds Out 131 Days. 

Paris held out 131 days, but the bom¬ 
bardment, of the advanced works only, 
was comparatively sliort, viz., from De¬ 
cember 27, 1870, to January 28, 1871. 

Longwy made a vigorous defense of 
twenty-nine days. The Germans bom¬ 
barded at long ranges a number of 
French fortified towns, while they in¬ 
vested others, and “observed" more, but 
these cannot be classified as sieges. 

In 1877 the Russians tried to rush Os¬ 
man Pasha's Intrenched camp of Plev¬ 
na. They fir?b attacked the place on 
July 20 with 7.0w) men. and were hurled 
back with a loss of one-third. They next 
assaulted on July 30 with 30.000, and 
were repulsed with a loss of 7.000. On 
September 11. after a four-days' bom¬ 
bardment, they made a third fruitless 
attempt with 90,000, and lost 18.500. They 
then concluded to resort to a blockade 
rather than a siege. The line they oc¬ 
cupied was forty-six miles in length, 
and the strength of the investing army 
attained 107.000 Infantry, with 510 field 
guns, but only forty siege guns. The 
Turkish gariison was never stronger 
than 40.000. On December 9 Osman at¬ 
tempted to break out, but being sur¬ 
rounded and terribly defeated, he sur¬ 
rendered unconditionally on the follow¬ 
ing day. 

At the same period Kars, though 
greatly strengthened since 1555 with 
twelve detached forts and a citadel, only 
resisted thirty days. As their bombard 


Turks were taken completely by sur¬ 
prise. Of the garrison of 23,000. all save 
forty were killed, wounded or captured. 
The Russian casualties numbered 2.273. 

The three great stegts. .so called in 
the South African War were M aft-king. 
216 days: Kimberley, 123 days, and 
Ladysmith, 118 days. None, of course, 
was a fortress, and the places were in¬ 
vested rather than besieged. 

It appears likely ttyrt the stege of Port 
Arthur will rank as one of the greatest 
of modern times. Certainly it is the 
most modern and best equipped fortress 
that h«x suffered a siege since Antwerp; 
and, doubt Was. we shall find that both 
the strength of the beslegliig army and 
the power represented by their siege 
train have eclipsed all precedent.

The library of the near future Is no 
doubt now beinjj evolved—the Eastern 
cities taking precedence of others in the 
work. First, let us present an Ideal, 
therv—see how near It has bee.i reached 
by the American people. 

While the Congressional Library at 
Washington, with !!k morale frescoing, 
carving and beautiful and majestic 
j>roborrlon«. i* the most perfect In 
style of all large libraries, yet It lacks 
that refinement that might be given by 
a more attractive otitl »k In the Trad¬ 
ing rooms All the necessarl*? are 
there and hai:d*out* substantiality, but 
the jcrttcc and helpfulness of mere 
beauty are lucking The Ideal library 


should be built around a hollow square 
. inclosing a park—which will contain 
I trees, flowers, grass npd shrubbery. 

I fountains and miniature lakes—the side 
or sides facing the l>eautlful outlook 
should be as nearly as possible all of 
glass. There should be few angles In 
the room and the furnishing should be 
1 graceful and cu* handsome as possible 
| In order to give the eye wherever .It 
may roam a real nesting place—the in¬ 
fluence would be as helpful as the great 
thoughts in the books. 

In the j*ark Itself seats may be placed 
( beneath the trees where readers may 
1 sit at their leisure. There should be 
lectures, muaieale* and various intel¬ 
lectual entertainments, given In thD 
Thouse beautiful” for the elevation of 
i all. principally the poorer ciaeses; th^ 


talent should be first-class and admis¬ 
sion free. 

The good done In this way would be 
& great power In any community. This 
ideal requires ruo large sum of money 
to materialize, but principally the 
thought to carry It out. Would that 
our new and handsome library building 
might be modeled after this plan. Our 
lot permits of a gTeat deal.

A Look At Philadelphia. 


Leaving the id^al for the real let ue 
take a look at old Philadelphia and her 
work for her people In maintaining the 
many libraries, nil of which are differ¬ 
ent in style and somewhat in purpose. 
We will begin with the Central Library 
on Chestnut street, which contains 125,- 
000 books, 46? periodicals and has the 
open or free shelf system. The freest 
access to the shelves haa been given 
to all after the plan that hud proved 
in many cities In the United Slates, no¬ 
tably Cleveland and In several of the 
large cities of England, to he the meat 
successful and economical and at the 
same time the most popular and satis¬ 
factory method for readers. There are 
in connection with thus main library 
fourteen branches b -sides the Children's 


Library, the library for the blind, and 
one hundred add four traveling libra¬ 
ries, also seventy-seven fire, police and 
telegraph stations. It was found that a 
large body of Industrious men who oc¬ 
cupy Are engine stations were very de¬ 
sirous to have books, but front the cir¬ 
cumstances of their occupation these 
were Just the men who could And few¬ 
est opportunities to visit libraries with 
a view to selecting books. Their time 
Is never their own Small elections of 
twenty-Ave volume* have been sent by 
the Free Library on the traveling libia- 
rles system to many of these stations. 
The same has been done for the tele¬ 
graph offices. In the main library thtre 
Is also a cataloguing room, bindery de¬ 
partment and art room. The depart¬ 
ment for the blind has been most suc- 
cespful. There are over two hundred 
readers employed and several teachers, 
who will go to the homes of the Mind 
and Instruct them. A notice In the 
reading-room states that if any one 
knows of a blind person and wilt give 
the name and address a teacher and 
books will be sent. There afe live dlf- 
>Mont type* used, the largest dlstrlbu- 
I tlon being of the moon type—as it is 
easier for the majority to usy. It has 
l been found that 80 per cent, of the en- 
j Ure blind population have become so 
after forty y»'«rs of age—and at this 


time of life could not readily master 
the point system. 

In connection with all the libraries 
there Is a children’s department, and 
one hour a week has been given over to 
entertaining them with story telling 
and "talks” Illustrated with lantern*. 
These have become so popular that all 
who would like to go cannot be accom¬ 
modated. In the Children's Library 
there Is a circulation of seventy on sev¬ 
enty-five thousand volumes a yeir.

We readily see the wide scope and cul¬ 
ture of such courses given by the best 
talent. It was thought that If these unl- 
\eralty exienalon courses had. done so 
much good among adults It was reas¬ 
onable to think that a similar good 
work could be accomplislietl if Illus¬ 
trated lectures were delivered to the 
young patrons of the library. Thirty 


to forty minute Illustrated talks tWlc« 
a week through five months of the win¬ 
ter proved unexpectedly attractive and 
suoce-*»ful. The principals of the schools 
in the neighbor hoed were Interested in 
the matter, and the result wss that In¬ 
stead of half-hour talks to audiences of 
from forty to eighty children at a time 
the numbers attending the lectures ran 
from 500 to *1.081. Many of the teachers 
attended, and Msts of the subjects se¬ 
lected for the addresses were supplied 
to the schools, and as the movement 
grew similar series were undertaken lit 
several of the branches. In every case 
the movement proved of importance. 
The work of the Free Library became 
known to many who had not hitherto, 
os they said, heard of It. Books on the 
subject of the school studies were eag¬ 
erly sought for and taken out and a 
poltd foundation laid for extended work 
In the future.

That accomplished in a few* brief 
months, she took all that wag worth 
taking lb Indo-Chlna, fighting one of 
ttie most terrible guerrilla wars of mod¬ 
ern times. Then came the conquest of 
Madagascar, and the series of desperate 
adventures over thousands of miles of 
jungle and swamp and desert out of 
which grew the present dream of a vast 
African empire.

But German financial and commer¬ 
cial enterprise has done wonders abroad 
since 1885. which was really the start¬ 
ing point of the nation’s biggest foreign 
undertakings.

RUSSIA’S FINE COLONIES. 



Russia It- commonly thoug'ht of aa 
a country with u vast stretch of colo¬ 
nial territory, but, as a matter of fact, 
Siberia is officially part of the mother 
country. Russia’s only dependencies 
are the vassal States of Bokhara and 
Khiva, and the fortress of Port 
Arthur. 

But In effect Russia has been as busy 
ns any of the other nations In recent 
years adding to the white man’s bur¬ 
den. She Huh been pushing her sover¬ 
eignty In Siberia up to the limits of 
the eternAl ice. and bringing under her 
rule many tribes who had never even 
heard of the Czar. 

The Siberian regiments now fighting 
against the Japanese contain within 
their ranks many tribesmen who were 
conquered only a few years ago, such 
as the Buriat Mongols. Russian offi¬ 
cers have pushed their way far up Into 
the .Arctic Circle, with their Cossack 
escorts, and have brought the moat 
northerly of the Yakuts and other peo¬ 
ples under the rule of the Czar, In

Some day when they make a bridge 
out of It, the sight that may b«r seen 
on both sides of that mile-long ap¬ 
proach will be one of the spectacles 
of the world. 

Looking down on the open wound are 
two long, shouldering row* of tene¬ 
ments, towering away to the westward 
as far as sight can reach till they are 
lost in the gray dust of streets where 
still more tenements rise, battling in 
hideous. Inanimate fight for the light 
and air of which there la not half 
enough to’ go around. 

The strangers who will be whisked 
along that approach some day will 
ride over place* where two and thre* 
hundred families lived In spaces exact¬ 
ly as large as those occupied farther 
uptown by the houses In which Andrew 
Carnegie, Charles Schwab and the vari¬ 
ous Vanderbilts find barely room 
enough for their single families and 
servants. 

They will look from the car windows 
at two solid miles—one on each side— 
where there is not a house that Is not 
a tenement; not an inch of ground 
that Is not occupied; not a blade of 
grass: not a single undeflied waft of 
air; not one room out of three into 
which the sun shines full and fair. 

When they have passed those two 
rows of houses, they will have passed 
through a street that harbors 48.215 
people. In every one of those blocks, 
two and one-half acres in area, that 
front on the bridge, there are from 
1,200 to 2.500 people. In the most 
crowded of those blocks, 503 famllle* 
are herded. In the least crowded ther* 
are 141 families, and the density of the 
population is 331 persons to the acre* 
In the most crowded block the density 
of population Is such that 1.162 people 
live, eat, sleep and die/on every acre.

But the directorate decided 
that forcing money upon people was a 
little too radical, and the rule was es¬ 
tablished. still In force, that the money 
and privileges belonged to the poor, 
but they must apply for It and prove 
their poverty. 

• • • 

Vast Estates of the Poor. 


The real estate owned by the Parii 
poor and controlled by them by the As¬ 
sistance Publique represents an area of 
nearly 3.000.000 square feet. Thlrt> r 
years ago the area was almost double 
this figure. bi\t In view of the Increased 
land values the administration Judi¬ 
ciously sold here and there and Invest¬ 
ed the proceeds otherwise. 

The property Includes seventy-seven 
large houses in Paris and numerous 
farms In the suburbs, as well as 314 
gardens and grounds in Paris. Th€ 
houses are rented for $200,000 as schools, 
factories or apartments, whereas the 
grounds are leased at $82,000 for all 
possible purposes. By the Ingenious 
l osing of privileges—such as passage 
allowed through certain grounds, win¬ 
dows allowed In the walls of adjacent 
house*, etc.—an additional $5,000 a year 
is netted. 

Ingenlousness in gathering money In 
order that more mnv be spent is a 
notable trait of the Assistance Publique 
administration. The hospltnls, asy¬ 
lums. home schools and other estab¬ 
lishments run for the benefit of the 
poor from their own funds, necessitate 
numerous Incidental expenses, such ns 
printing, sewing, the manufacture of 
shoes and brushes, market gardening 
and produce. The Assistance Publique 
found that It cost practically no more 
to slightly Increase the output, and by 
selling the surplus $90,ft00 per year Is 
now renIfr.ed. Even the leavings of 
hones, grease, peelings and bread from 
•.he various establishments are preserv¬ 
ed mivI sold, netting $13,000 annually. 

There Is need for every penny of this 
money the €*xpeti*es attendant on the 
comfort of the poor being numerous.

M ANY way* of killing the bacteria 
In milk have from time- to time 
been suggested. A recent and ingeni¬ 
ous way is to crush the bacteria to 
death by preasure, as a man crushes an 
Insect under the pressure of his foot. 

“A bacteria-crushlng machine," said 
a chemist, “has been built and tried 
with partial success. This machine Is 
t Apabie of puttlrg forth a hydro«*atic 
pressure of 450,000 pou* da to the squa:e 
Inch. Milk h ^ been squeezed under it 
till the bacteria how .el for mercy. 

“Seriously, milk has received at the 
hands of this machine a pressure cf

Thanks to another re¬ 
quest observed by the Assistance Pub¬ 
lique, an author who otherwise wrould 
or perhaps should never have been 
knowm to the wmrld. came to light. "I 
beg." wrote Miss Zenobia Bousquet, in 
her last will, "that the executors w'ho 
settle my estate in favor of the poor, 
shall have papa’s works printed. I 
am sure they deserve It." When the 
printing was done, perpa w*as no nearer 
to fame than he had been, but the 
Paris poor were richer by $12,000 

Family quarrels are responsible for 
many large bequests. Gen. de Feu- 
cheres left to the Paris poor $2,400,000. 
the total of his wife’s dowry. He had 
thought he was marrying a royal prln- 
cess, and found out too late that he 
had been royally duped, and In hls In¬ 
dignation he refused to see her again 
or touch her money. A vitriolic old 
maid named Bonalm* penned her will 
as follows* 

“I wish that after my death all that 
I own shall be sold for the poor. My 
family ha* no claim on me and can 
raise no objections. They have shown 
me only envy and Jealousy. It Is with 
a sense of utmost gratification that I 
leave what I have to people who have 
done me neither good nor harm." 

Some seek an atonement. One sui¬ 
cide wrote: “If 1 have resolved to 
leave this world, it Is because extreme 
weakness no longer allows m* to bear 
bravely the load of my slow and pain¬ 
ful existence. My remorse at commit- 
ting an act contrary to religious 
law leads me to hope that God will for¬ 
give me." 

Gen. de Daumiere. killed before Pue¬ 
bla In the Mexican war. was pursued 
by compunction for haring left a tai¬ 
lor’s bill unpaid. “I beg my father," 
he wrote, "to see* In Paris one Jaquet, 
who was my tailor In 1834. I think 
I must owe him 500 francs. If he or 
hls heirs can be found, 1,500 francs are 
to be given them. otherwise 2.006 
shall go to the Paris poor." 

The Uount de Chateauglron wrote 
on similar lines: "1 bequeath to the 
Paris poor 500 francs, too slight repara¬ 
tion for the harm I have wrought to 
creditors of my youth, whom I cannot 
find." 

Some »!lgbt dissatisfaction Is express¬ 
ed on the part of the poor as to the 
management of their property, and a 
project is now on foot In virtue of 
which the method of distributing money 
may be somewhat modified. The min¬ 
imum income sllc*wed Is. Indeed, only 
tw'o and a half cents a diy given to 
those who have other means. This 
sum. it is said, is too insignificant to 
be of any utility, and yet It Is distrib¬ 
uted so generally as to represent at the 
end of each year a vast amount, which 
might have been of real value to a 
more restricted number 

It is therefore, proposed to divide the 
poor Into four classes: the first, those 
Incapable of work and without any re- 
sourres. numbering 6.000, to receive$6 
a month; the second those ab 1 '* to work 
only a little or having a v» modest 
income, numbering 8.000. to . jcelve $4 
a month; the third, those having em¬ 
ployment or an Income Just sufficient 
to keep them alive, numbering 26.000.

Heretofore White Man Has Directed Games, and Change 
Is Watched With Carious Interest. 


N O feature of the football season. 

now in full swing the counuy 
over. Is attracting greater at¬ 
tention and creating deeper in¬ 
terest than the unique stand taker, by 
the famous Indian football team of the 
Carlisle Indian School, Pennsylvania, 
which has secured the services of Ed¬ 
ward Rogers, a full-blooded Chippewa 
Indian, and two Indian assistants, to 
coach the team of redskins, which al¬ 
ready has proved Its title to be rank¬ 
ed among the leading football teams of 
the country, by reason of the many

These able and enthusiastic* footba. 
coaches have full authority to plan 
their own campaigns against tht 
products of the white men’s uni vers 
it less. 

Never before have the Indians been 
trusted to do the work incident to the 
planning for a football season, and In 
the past their victories have undoubt¬ 
edly been due to the careful coaching 
of such men as Glenn S. Warner, Cor. 
nell and Bull, Hickock and McCormick, 
of Yale. 

When Warner left for Cornell last 
summer It waa decided by the Car¬ 
lisle school officials that It was time 
for the Indians to be put on their met¬ 
tle, and after careful consideration Ed¬ 
ward Rogers. a former Carlisle pupil, 
who had just been graduated from th- 
Cnlverslty of Minnesota's Daw School, 
and had been picked from over 4.000 
students to captain the champion team 
of the Middle West, was engaged to 
take charge of this year’s coaching 

This new element in football Is pure¬ 
ly an experiment and will be closely 
watched all over the world 

The Indian Carlisle team Is a big fac¬ 
tor In the make-up of lh»» football 
league of th season, Inasmuch s° \\ 
has proved Its excellence by defeating 
the teams of such colleges as Cornell, 
Columbia, Bueknell. Gettysburg. 
Georgetown and others. At three dif¬ 
ferent times It carried off the honors 
In contests with the team of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

The team was then coached by white 
men. What will It do this season In Its 
contests 'with the big college teams, 
being coached by full-blooded Indians? 
The end of the season will tell. 

To give an intelligent Idea of what 
character of playing the Indian foot 
ball team of Carlisle is capable of ex¬ 
ecuting. a brief list of game? won by 
them In the past live year# with crack 
college teams is here given:

Edward Rogers Is a Chippewa Indian 
of full blood, born at Aitken. Mo.. In

young, where lie attended school up to 
the grammar grade. He accompanied 
his father to the Minnesota lumber 
region, and as a mere boy from 1889 to 
1894 he sawed, drove and hauled logs 
untlt an Indian agent came along with 
glowing pictures of the opportunities 
to be found for Carlisle Indian School 
graduates.

In ancient times some pagan divinity 
may have closed Its gates against the 
black lava flows squirming anuke-llke 
down the mountain; for Naples la cen¬ 
turies older than the days of Glaucun 
and the 'blind Nydla.

Rebuilt Sixteen Times. 

Sixteen times has the burning moun¬ 
tain overwhelmed Torre del Greco, two 
and a half miles further on: yet noth¬ 
in four and & half miles from Its de¬ 
stroyer the seventeenth town flourishes 
with 25.000 population. This little city 
has been the sorest sufTerers from Ve¬ 
suvius, each lava and flood drying and 
forming the rocky foundation for new 
edifices. There is a saying among the 
Neapolitans, "Naples commits sins and 
Torre pays for them " 

’ After the eruption of 1861 an earth¬ 
quake fissure In the streets of this Ill- 
fated town was descended,uy men who 
found themselves Inside a church 
buried by the products of a previous 
eruption. Torre del Greco Is the center 
of the Mediterranean coral fishery, and 
Is surrounded by rich vineyards us well 
as fruit orchards. From Its grains 
some of the choicest wines of Italy 
are made, notably the Laehrymae 
Christ I. 

Five miles further along Is del An- 
nunzlata, a large fishing town of 16.000 
people. Turning a mile inland here the 
traveler views the ruins of Pompeii. 

Previous to -the year A. D. 63. Vesu¬ 
vius was not recognized by the Greeks 
and Romans as an active volcano, Ai 
that time the summit was a large era- 
tea-, for centuries regarded as totally 
ext net. The first warning of renewed 
eruption w ith n ht-toric ftnves was the 
earthquake of 63. Moderate earth¬ 
quakes follow d at intervals until the

The center of the seafront of Naples 
le but nine miles due west of the erup¬ 
tive cone. Its pontern gate Is scarce 
further down the lava slope than the 
ruins of Pompeii, but. although the 
ashes of the great volcano havfj fre¬ 
quently darkened the city and thrown 
the Neapolitans Into terror, and hot 
lava has flowed alrmist to Its very 
gates, never has a soul within Its walls 
suffered from the Vesuvian wrath If 
It hne been one hundred chances to o:sc 


winding inland, completely encircles the 
mountain. This Is dotted with villages, 
all within hearing of the volcanic rum¬ 
blings and bellowing*.

Observatory Near Cone. 

Thi* institution Has been a scene of 
ndRIty durtog the pr sent eruption. It 
si.lu ted about a mile and a half 
from the cone near the foot of the rope 
railway ascending that troubled apex. 

It is a handsome edifice of white stone, 
end inn be Keen at a great distance 
against the black background of lava. 

It stands on the side toward Naples. 
>n the top of a conspicuous ridge 2.080 
feet nbove the level of the 6 <>a. On 
side of this ridge flows a river of 
lava dur.ng eruptions, but the building 
h.*s wtthvto*»d all, unsciiihed, as y« 6 . 
An ohser'Is on duty, night and dAy. „ 
* rven during the most violent outbursts. 
During that of 1872. when a sheet of 
red hot law glowed on cither side of the 
ridge, and when fiery projectiles fell all 
about it. the po«t was not deserted. 
Inside, mounted upon piers penetrating 
the ground, are delicate Instruments, 
whose indicating hands, resting agulnst 
record sheets of paper, trace every 
movement mid* by the shuddering 
mountain. One sign by which these 
great outbursts may always he forecast 
Is the faring of water lr side the wells 
of the neighboring villages. 

The rope tramway, or “fuenlcular 
railway,” which ascends the great cone 
from a station of white stone near the 
observatory. Is now disabled for the 
first time since If was erected In 1880. 
Lav* from the crater haa melted Its 
tnetnl rails, destroyed the upper sta¬ 
tion and burned the wooden huts In 
which the guides at the upper cone 
have lived. During the three month# 
to be required for the repair of the 
railroad all tourists venturing up the 
cope must report to the old-fashioned 
vehicle—the sedan chair carried by 
porters. A year after the railroad was 
built.an outwork erected to protect Its 
upper station was destroyed. The road 
was threatened by a rent In the cone 
in 1885. *

The opening up of these branch offices involves the construction and 
execution of possibly the largest sign order ever given in this city at 
one time. Each sign will be built of steel, incased in a frame of wood 
pointed black. The letters will be of silver aluminum imbedded in a 
background of dark blue sand. These signs will occupy a conspic¬ 
uous place on each of the stores.

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| Dressing Sacque Modeled on the Russian Blouse 


T HE "mujlk," or Russian, blouse outshines Its 
riva’— the kimono—In one respect, at l*»*t; 
and that is, in simplicity of construction. «’ut 
on the same classic lines as the real Japanese 
le mon.—one long piece folded at the shoulder—the 
finish of its sleeves and front makes It far easier to 
make. v 

Lay the pattern on a Dngthwise fold of the mate* 
rial and cut the whole thing (except the sleeves) in a 
single piece, cutting a tiny circle out around the 
neck, and slitting the front down a few inches as 
In the Illustration. Sew the sleeves on to the blouse 
before sewing them, or the underarm semis, up, and 
th*»n sew underarm and sleeve in one continuous scam. 
This is theetsDst way to mak* It, In material of the 
average width -twenty-five inches. Two yards w.ll 
be requ.red to cut the blouse. 

If fifty-in. h material is used, one and a quarter 
yards will be enough, and sleeves And pattern may 
be cut In one single piece. Pin, the sleeve pattern 
beside the blouie according to notches (a match »g a, 
and so on) and cut without* a dividing line. 

This is really the correct way and does away with 
any sewing In of sleeves. 

The blou e illustrated is only twenty Inches long, 
and It is to be used as a dressing sacque. 

Hut the pr-ttiest adaptation of the Russian blouse 
is into a lounging robe, that conies down as long as a 
long k tnono- 


To make it. follow the same pattern, but lengthen 
at the ho:tom* letting the side seams slope outward 
gradually all the way down to the feet. 

The opening at the neck should be about nine inches 
long- Just long enough to 1 spread out and let the 
blouse slip over your head easily.

Salted almonds are an cxpetMvo 
Item for the hostess, and even when 
ordered from a reliable caterer ihay 
may prove far from fresh, if care la 
taken In Their preparation t ,e >’ c * n 
be made easily at home. Th 3 almonds 
should be blanched with boiling water 
and dried thoroughly. To every °UP 
of the blanched nuts allow one ti*> e- 
spoanful of melted butter an.! c ne - 
hsdf tablespoonful of salt. Stir th? B" 
gredients together and allow them C* 
stand one hour. Leave the door ajar 
and watoh constantly, as the slightest 
trace of burning destroys the flavor of 
the relish. 

If olive oil is preferred to butter, try 
this recipe: Blanch the almonds, wipe 
dry and place on paper tn a dripping^ 
pan. Cover them with olive oil. drop- 
ping It with a sparing hand, so that 
not one particle more than is ab.oluLe¬ 
ly necessary will be used, Set In the 
oven, watch carefully and shake the 
pan often, so chat they may brown 
evenly. When brown, lay on a fresh 
paper, cool and dust thickly with salt. 

For sand wdches, cream cheese is 
much used as one of the component 
parts of the filling. A delicious sand¬ 
wich As made from steamed brown 
bread, cut very thin and filled with * 
mixture of chopped nuts, meats and 
Phlkadolptfi'.a cream cheese, beaten to¬ 
gether with sweet cream. 

A rehable recipe for brown bread Is 
this: One.oup of sour milk, one cup 
of .New* Orleans molasses, one cup >of 
graham flour, one cup of oorn mead, - 
one cup of white flour, one and one- - 
half tab’espoonfu!.* of soda and & dash 
exf salt. Four into a buttered mohl 
and steam for three houra 
Chicken, lobster, crab and Waldorf 
salad are all welj suited to the after¬ 
noon tea table. Crab salad is very 
little known and yet ft Is one of the 
most delicate of the fish salads and 
more easily digested than lobster. 
Two dozen crabs will make a large 
diah of the salad. Boil the crabs, and 
when ooo! pick out the meat from the 
shells, and sprinkle It with the Juice 
of a large lemon and a large spoonful 
of paprika. Set this away to ripen ' 
and mellow. When ready to serve, 
line the salad dish with crisp lettuce 
leavers taken from the heart of the 
head. Season the crab meat with two * 
small teaspoonfuls of salt and a cup 
of mayonnaise dressing- Mix lightly 
and h*ap carefully upon the lettuoe 
leaves. Dust with finely chopped par¬ 
sley. If individual sendee Is desired/ 
email lettuce leaves may be filled with 
the salad or the upper shells of the 
crabs may be cleansed, filled with salad 
and placed in single lettuce leaves. 

Here la a recipe for an aspic chicken 
salad, which is often preferred to tits 
coarser variety for afternoon refresh¬ 
ment. Chop a quart of white chicken 
meat very fine. Then turn It Into a 
bowl and rub It finer still with the 
back of a wooden spoon. Add two doz¬ 
en almonds which have been blanched, 
dried and chopped fine, a heaping tea¬ 
spoonful of salt, a small teaapoonful 
of onion Juice, the Juice from a lemon 
and not less than half a cup of may¬ 
onnaise dressing. Have ready a cup 
of cool aspic Jelly which has not yet 
formed, and stir this into the ingredi¬ 
ents already mixed, and add a pint 
of thick cream, whipped to a froth. 
Pack this into a mold and stand on Ice 
for two or three hours. Uover a flat 
dish or platter with the leaves from 
lettuce heart?. Dip the mold quickly 
into hot water and turn the salad from 
the mold upon the lettuce leaves. En¬ 
circle it with very smaii curly lettuce 
leaves and celery cut In a fringe. 

If the decorations used on the table 
are a deep rose color or scarlet, an 
asplt? tomato Jelly Is very effective. 
Soak two tablespoonfuls of gelatine in 
four table?poonfuls of cold water. When 
dissolved add half a etff> of clear tomato 
Juice. The latter Is the liquor from > 
tomatoes which have been cooked In 
just enough water to keep them from 
burning and then strained through a 
sieve. This can then be cooled in a 
fancy mold, or in one large square pan.' 
and cut into block* when it Is formed, 
rt should be served on lettuce leaves 
mayonnaise dressing. 

Waldorf salad la a mixture of tart 
apples cut into dice and nuts (English } 
walnuts preferred) chopped rather 
•oarseley and mixed wrth mayonnaise 
drcr-alng. Or an equul quantity of cel¬ 
ery and apples may be mixed togeth-r. 

.tnd the nut meats will furnish a gar¬ 
nish This may be served on small , 
crisp lettuce leaves, or. if a more fan- 4 
dful service is desired, red apples may 
he hollowed out in the form of shells 
and sift upon lettuce leaves. The hoi- ‘ 
i of the apples is then filled with 
the salad and half an English walnut, ; 
dipped in mayonnaise, or a maraschino
